Judge Parker began his conferences of 
yesterday with David B. Hill and finished 
with’ William Travers Jerome. The con- 
ference with Mr. Jerome, which was. be- 
leved to be the most important of the day, 
did not come to an end -until nearly mid- 
night. 

Judge Parker met Mr. Jerome at the 
Union Club. The candidate was accom- 
panied there by. Howard Taylor, one of the 
founders of the Parker Constitutional Club 
of this city. It is known that the question 
of Mr. Jerome's appearance on the stump 
in behalf of the National and State tickets 


Was taken up. While no decision was 
reached, it was learned that the National 
leaders have réason to be hopeful of in- 
ducing Mr. Jerome to take a prominent 
part in the fight. It would surprise no one 
if Judge Parker and the District Attorney 
should have another conference either here 
ot at Esopus to-discuss the matter further. 

The party leaders are aware that—they 
must take Mr. Jerome as he is or not at all 
He has all along refused to be bound by 
any promise not to attack certain leaders 
and methods, and that’s where negotiations 
have always halted so far. 

It was said yesterday that to Congress- 
man Harrison, nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and running mate of Justice Herrick, 
has been assigned the task of leading the 
attack on “‘ Odellism.”” Congressman Har- 
rison, with Walter H. Bunn. his cam- 
paign manager, called at the Seville 
Hotel to see ..Judge PJarker yesterday 
ahd outlined his plans. It is. the plan of 
the Harrison people to have their candidate 
make his own campaign; that is, to be inde- 
pendent of both the National and State 
Committees, This, it’ is understood, has 
met with the approval of the party man- 
agers, and dates will be made for him in 
every section of the State. 

Mr. Harrison will go to Albany at, the 
enu of the week and be present at the no- 
tification of Judge Herrick. He will then 
g0 to Millbrook, the home of Daniel-8. La- 
mont, where there is to be a flag raising. 
He will therefore inaugurate his campaign 
Saturday by the Millbrook speech.

I am not in politics now, nor did it 
occur to me that my call upon Judge 
Parker as an old acquaintance would be 
taken to mean anything political.”’ 

Perry Belmont, following his call upon 
Judge Parker, announced that he would go 
on the stump. 

Ex-Gov. C. S. Thomas of Colorado saw 
the candidate. He was enthusiastic over 
conditions in his State. 

Senator McCarren was in conference with 
Judge Parker for an hour, during which 
time Gov. Edwin Warfield of Maryland apd 
Senator-elect Isidor Rayner called. 

The calls of Charles F. Murphy, leader 
of Tammany Hall, and Lewis Nixon, ex- 
leader, were within a few minutes of each 
other. Mr.. Murphy arrived at the hotel 
at 2 o’clock, and remained thirty minutes. 
When he came down he said he had had a 
very pleasant talk with Judge Parker, but 
had nothing further to say.

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CZAR’S PORTRAITS MUTILATED. 


Torn Down and Stamped Upon by Van- 
dals at the World’s Fair.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 28.—The portraits 


of Czar Nicholas of Russia in the Palace of 
Varied Industries at the World’s Fair were 
pulled from the wall and mutilated during 
last night. 

When the exhibit was opened this morn- 
ing the paintings, most of which are in oils 
and very valuable, were seen scattered 
about the floor. They were torn and there 
were marks showing that the features of 
the Emperor had been stamped upon. One 
portrait, a large, handsome panel done in 
colored silk, had been ripped from its sup- 
ports and subjected to the greatest indig- 


nity. 
No other objects had been paaeill and 


nothing had been stolen. 

The matter was reported to Chief Hul- 
bert and also to President Francis. Detec- 
tives were immediately put to work on the 
case, and every effort is being made by 
both the exhibitors and the World’s Fair 
authorities to discover the guilty person or 


persons, 
Intense indignation is manifested not only 


by the Russians in charge of the exhibit, 
but by the exposition authorities and by 


visitors to the fair. 


STAGE SHOT HURT ACTOR.

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ASSACHUSEITS SEEKS 
THE RECALL OF GURNEY 


Governor Resents British Diplo- 
mat’s Violation of Speed Law. 


JUSTICE PHELPS APOLOGIZES 


Embassy Secretary’s Fine Also Remit- 
ted—What the State Department 
Has Decided to Do. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 28.—Gov. Bates re- 


turned to the State House to-day and held 
a conference with Assistant United States 
District Attorney Nash and Justice Phelps, 
as a result of which an apology made by 


Justice Phelps has been forwarded to 
Washington and the fine paid by the Third 
Assistant Secretary of the British Embassy 
has been returned to him. 

At the same time is is understood that the 
Governor of Massachusetts, while acknowl- 
edging the violation of the statute to safe- 
guard international courtesy, is determined 
to maintain the dignity of the Common- 
wealth, and to this end, accompanying the 
apology from Justice Phelps was a sugges- 
tion from the Governor to the United 
States authorities that the British Govern- 
ment be requested to recall Mr. Gurney on 
the ground that in speeding his automobile 
faster than local laws permit he failed to 
comport himself with the dignity befitting 
his office. .

TVASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — Secretary 
Moody was advised to-night by a dispatch 
from the Unite “‘ates District Attorney 
at Boston that : » papers in the case of: 
Third Secretary Uu.ney had been forward- 
ed to-day by mail. 

It is not known whether the Massachu- 
setts authorities have asked the recall of 
the Secretary, but in case Gov. Bates has 
made any such request it will get no fur- 
ther than the State Department, which 
will act ‘on its prerogative in deciding 
whether there has been a breach of inter 
national courtesy or not. 

It was decided at the State Department 
to-day that if the record in the case showed 
that Mr. Gurney displayed a defiance of the 
law and acted in an objectionable manner 
in asserting his right of immunity from ar- 
rest it would be delicately suggested to the 
British Ambassador that Mr. Gurney was 
an unwelcome guest in this country inas- 
much as he had deported himself in a 
manner unbecoming a guest. 

If, however, it should appear that the 
Secretary was simply injudicious and not 
defiant in his manner and language, no 
recommendation whatever would be made 
and the papers would simply be sent to the 
British Embassy as a matter of informa- 
tion for the Ambassador. 

There is a well-defined expectation in -of- 
figial circles that in either alternative the 
British Foreign Office in the course of a 
few weeks will give Gurney a vacation and 
that he will leave the-United States, Even 
if the most lenient view of the case proves 
to be true and the Secretary did not com- 
mit any violent or distinctly unlawful act, 
what he did was a blunder, and he will 
have to pay the penalty that almost invari- 
ably attends the injudicious conduct of a 
diplomat. 


NO SYMPATHY FOR GURNEY. 


British Official Circles Annoyed at His 
Claim for Exemption. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—The Westminster Ga- 
zette yesterday afternoon accurately 
summed up the official opinion of the in- 
cident resulting from the fining by Justice 
Phelps of Lee, Mass., of Hugh Gurney, 
Third Secretary of the British Embassy at 

Washington, for violating the speed law 
relating to automobiles and for contempt of 
court, It says: 

“It seems desirable that gentlemen con- 
nected with the legations should keep on 
the safe side of local law when they use 
“motor cars, but if perchance they trans- 
gress, the simplest, quietest plan is perhaps 
to waive their privilege and pay the fine.”’ 

No little annoyance is exhibited in offi- 
cial quarters here at the claim made by Mr. 
Gurney for diplomatic exemption, with the 
consequent publicity over a trifling affair. | 
It is recalled, however, that when the son 
of Henry White, Secretary of the American | 
Embassy in London, and Spencer Ed-iy, in 
1899, when he was Third Secretary of the

Thomas N. McCauley, ex-President of the 
International Mercantile Agency, the one- 
time rival of the Dun and Bradstreet agen- 
cies, which is now in the hands of a re- 


ceiver, failed to appear when his case was 
called for trial before Justice Wyatt yes- 
terday on the charge preferred by a Cana- 
dian stockholder through the District At- 
torney’s office. 

After a lively scene, in which Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan urged the court 
to hold Frederick B. House, George B. 
Schurman, and Arthur G. Baldwin, counsel 
for McCauley, responsible for the disap- 
pearance of their client, Justice Wyatt de- 
clared the $5;000 bond on which the man 
had been released to be forfeited. Later 
the police were asked to look out for Mc- 
Cauley and his description was sent broad- 
cast throughout the country. 

Justice Wyatt had no sooner taken his 
seat than Mr. Garvan jumped to his feet. 

“Your Honor,” he said, ‘I wish to call 
your attention to the fact that Thomas N. 
McCauley is not in the court room. I have 
reason to belicve that he has skipped his 
bond of $5,000. I would like to have you 
forfeit his bond and hold his counsel re- 
sponsible for his escape.” 

“I know no reason why the defendant 
should not be in court,” said Mr. House of 
counsel for the agsent man. “I assure you 
thac his counsel do not know why he should 
run away. We know nothing of his flight, 
if he has gone.” 

“T wish you would recall the acceptance 
of the $5.600 bond in this case,”’ interrupted 
Mr. Garvan. ‘“ This defendant is charged 
with stealing nearly $750,000. When I asked 
that a larger baii be required these three 
men, of counsel for McCauley, assured you 
of their personal integrity and urged that 
because of that assurance you should ac- 
cept the sum named. You did so, and now 
I want these men held responsible. I am 
informed that, as far back as last Thurs- 
day, when the case was called and ad- 
journed until to-day, they knew the de- 
fendant had gone. I understand further 
that within two weeks McCauley has raised 
$136,000 by mortgaging his property in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

“T am not inclined to blame counsel,” 
said Justice Wyatt. ’ 

“IT understand further,” Mr. Garvan said, 
“that while McCauley was preparing for 
his flight he was hidden in disguise in ‘the 
home of one of his counsel.” 

“ Which one,’”’ demanded the three attor- 
neys, rising. as one man. 

“Mr. Baldwin,” answered Mr. Garvan. 

“That. is.absoluiely false,” said the law- 
yer, who Was accused. “Mr. McCauley 
hever set foot in my house so far as I 
remember.”’ 

“Where did you get your information?” 
asked Mr. House. 

“T must decline to answer.” 

“I will declare the bond forfeited,” or- 
dered Justice Wyatt, “ but if McCauley is 
produced in court this time to-morrow 1 
will revoke the forfeiture.” 

The $5,000 bona ordered forfeited was 
furnished by Joseph D. Carroll of the Fiss, 
Doerr & Carroll Company, 147 East Twen- 
ty-fourth Street. 

McCauley lived until a week or so ago at 
the Hotel Majestic. Nothing is known by 
the District Attorney’s office of his move- 
ments since he gave up his apartments 
there. 


ONE DOZEN GRASS WIDOWS. 


Twelve Husbands in Baltimore Court 
Are Asked for Overdue Alimony.

Charges of Accepting Bribes Made 
Against Them.

INVESTIGATION TO CONTINUE 


Another Batch of Officials or ex-Offictate 
Likely to be Proceeded Against in 
Connection with City Contracts. 


Special to The New York Times. ; 
BUFFALO, Sept. 28.—Seven Aldermen Of 


ex-Aldermen must stand trial on charges 
of receiving bribes. They have been noti- 
fied, to appear at 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning to answer allegations contained 
in seven indictments reported to the Sp- 
preme Court this afternoon. 

All are Republicans, but it is declared 


that the District Attorney has only just 
begun his indtiry, and that the next batch 
of indictments will draw into the net Dem- 
ocrats, who are at present members of the 
Common Council. One of the implicated 
men was elected as a reformer. ; 

The men at present indicted are not 
among the leaders in the Board of Al- 
dermen. It is the understanding that the 
indictments were found upon two transac-. 
tions and that the amounts involved in 
each case were comparatively smajl, 

The Ontario Street sewer, which Was built 
by John Harrer, is the indirect cause of two 
indictments. Two Aldermen went to a sa- 
Joon in the vicinity of the City and County 
Hall and told Herrer, it is alleged, that it 
Es cost him $2,500 to get the contract 
for constructing the sewer, on which he 
was the lowest bidder. John Moissenac was 
with Harrer when the. conversation with 
the Alderman occurred. Both gave testi- 
mony regarding the conversation. Harrer 
refused to pay so large a sum, and finally 
compromised on a smaller amount. This 
was afterward paid. 

Five of the others are charged with taking 
$50 each for directing the city to construct 
a private sewer into the plant of a piano 
keyboard company. 

The story is told that the seven Aldermen 
visited the plant in question, and that one 
of them took the manager aside and told 
him that the’sewer would be built if there 
was $1,000 to be divideqd among the “ boys.” 
The manager demurred, and gradually the 
figure was reduced, and the ‘ boys” con- 
sented to take $50 apiece, though there is 
no evidence that the entire seven got the 
money. 

Thomas W. Pelham, a lawyer, went be- 
fore the Grand Jury, and stated that the 
$350 had been paid to an Alderman. Four 
others got part of it, but the” remaining 
two have escaped so far the inquiry of the 
District Attorney.

German Newspaper Owner Hitherto 
Has Supported Republicans.

— ODELL MAKES DENIAL 


TO CUNNEEN’S CHARGES 


Has Never Used Official Position 
for His Party’s Benefit. 


CALLS HIS ACCUSER UNFAIR 


Says the People Should Not Be Misied 
by Statements Lacking Substantial 
and Specific Direction. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Gov, Odell 
to-day gave out the following in regard to 
Attorney General Cunneen’s statement pub- 
lished in this morning’s papers: 

“T have read Attorney General Cunneen’s 
remarkable statement in the press of to- 
day. Divested of its generalities it makes 
the following charges: 

“That public funds have been diverted in 
an unconstitutional manner to the ‘beet 
Sugar’ industry of the State; that the 
Board of Canal Commissioners, consisting 
of the Lieutenant Governor, the Controller, 
the State Treasurer, the Secretary of State, 
the State Engineer and Surveyor, the At- 
torney General, all elective officers, who 
act with the Superintendent of Public 
Works, the only officer appointed by the 
Governor, has made an award of $18,618 in 
excess of that which he claimed to be prop- 
€r; that in the appointment of the Board 
@f Appraisers, provided for by legislation 
ef the last Legislature, I had fixed the sal- 
ary contrary to statute. That he claimed 
was an indication that the $101,000,000 ap- 
propriated would not be sufficient to pay 
the place holders, because the salary of 
those employed in this and expert engineer- 
ing work now was $6,083.30 a month, al- 
though ro ccntract for the work has yet 
been. allowed. He finds general fault also 
with the tax matters of the State because 


More public places and salaries are made 
@vailable for party workers, and that ap- 


propriations had been made frequently and 


in disregard of constitutional prohibition. 
Democratic Platform’s Authorship 


“The Attorney General began his state- 
ment by disclaiming resporsibility for the 
authorship of that remarkable document 
known as ‘ The Democratic State Platform.’ 
Of this I am giad, because I do not believe 
that he has the slightest conception as to 
its truths, so far as it reflects upon my 
personal or official endeavors. If others, 
however, who mask behind it will be equally 
as specific in their charges as to my offi- 
cial conduct I shall be as ready and giad 
to meet them as I am to meet the specific 
allegations of Mr. Cunneen. 

“The statement of the Attorney General 
as to the beet sugar incustry is ingenious 
in so far as it would create the impression 
that it was the product of one of the Leg- 
islatures which had served with me during 
my four years of administration. 

“The contrary, however, is the case, be- 
cause this law was first enacted in the year 
1897 and amended in 1898, the latter provis- 
jon stating in explicit terms that it was 
the avowed purpose of the State to encour- 
age for a term of not less than five years 
the cultivation of sugar beets by the farm- 
ers of the State and their manufacture into 
sugar. 

* Both of these laws were signed by Gov. 
Black. The appropriations during those 
tWo years, amounting to $75,000, were made 
for this purpose. Surely Gov. Black's abil- 
ity as a lawyer would have led him to dis- 
approve of these measures if the narrow 
construction had been placed uponh it in 
those days that the present Attorney Gen- 
eral gavé to it dn 1908. President Roose- 
velt, as Governor, continued these appro- 
priations during his administration. 

“ During the second year of my adminis- 
tration I objected to the bounty which was 
paid to the sugar manufactory as being ex- 
cessive, and by the laws of 1903 the bounty 
was reduced to one-half cent per pound, in- 
stead of one cent as heretofore, with the 
distinct understanding, according to my 
recollection, that this bounty should cease 
with the appropriation of 1904. 

* Has the Attorney Generali been entirely 
fair, however, in his treatment of this mat- 
ter? I do not recall that he objected to 
the appropriations in aid of the Agricult- 
ural Society of the State, yet they fall 
under the same inhibition, or that there 
was any objection upon his part to the ap- 
propriation for the Buffalo University for 
the Study of Cancer, to the Albany Medi- 
cal Hospital, to the Alferd University to 
encourage the pottery industry in Western 
New York, and to the appropriations made 
for the support of the Juvenile Society, a 
private organization, of which he is a mem- 
ber, and to other-similar appropriations that 
have been tmade during his term of office. 

* Neither is there any objection, so far 
as I know, on his part to the appropriation, 
which has been growing steadily, to the 
Agricultural Department for the extermin- 
ation of the Sah José scale, which is in the 
interest of the orchard owners of the State 


* awd is as much in the direction of the en- 


couragement of- agriculture as is the aid 
given to those who cultivate the sugar beet. 
All of these items also go to show that the 
growth of the expenditures of the State, 
taken up item by item, can be as easily ac- 
‘counted for. 


Action of the Canal Board. 


“Tn reference to the charge that $16,000 
was diverted from the public treasury by 
the unwise action of the Canal Board, I 
do not believe that the Attorney General 
means to reflect in any way upon the integ- 
rity and honesty of his associates upon that 
board. The law under which the Canal 
Board has been acting in these matters is 
one which was designed to save the State 
unnecessary expense, and to arrive at com- 
promises and settlements with the con- 
tractors whose work and profits were cut 
off by the stoppage of the work under the 
$9,000,000 act. 

“As is perhaps. not generally known, 
claims for large damages were filed, and the 
demands for payment were made, some of 
which were withheld because of alleged 
violation of the letter and the apirit of the 
law. There was no authority in the Court 
of Claims to pass upon all of these ques- 
tions, and the Legislature passed an act 
which left the matter entirely in the hands 
of the Canal Board for adjudication. 

“Mr. Cunneen objected to the award, but 
was the only one of the board who did so, 
the others, as I understand, voting fer its 
payment, perhaps not entirely under the 
belief that his contentions were entirely 
erroneous, but that certain money was due 
for losses which had occurred by reason 
of the failure of the State to permit the 
eontractor to continue his work. This is 
often done in business matters; it certainly 
was not improper for the Canal Board to 


view it from this standpoint, if they deemed 
it wise so to do. I take it that the Attorney 
General does not wish to be understood as 
making the claim that any State official is 
interested in the size of this award, or that 
it was done from personal or mercenary 


motives. . 
Board of Appraisers’ Salaries. 


“In reference to the Board of Appraisers 
provided by the last Legislature, in regard 
to the claim that I had fixed the salaries 
illegally, it is a matter which must concern 
the Ccntroller, because he would be liable 
for the payment of funds, not authorised

“In reference to the appraisers, the justi-

This 
expenditure of $25,000 a year is the only 
act which can be charged to me, and, as 
will be seen, forms a very small part of the 
total expenditures which are required for 
the canal purposes. 


Tax Methods of the State. 


“In reference to the stricture upon the 
tax methods of the State, I can only say 
that the difference between them and those 
passed heretofore by Democratic Adminis- 
trations is that under careful, prudent, and 
honest administration the receipts have in- 
creased from about six million to nearly 
twenty-two million annually. With this 
result I am confident that the taxpayers of 
the State do not agree with the Attorney 
General's condemnation of indirect taxation. 

“The Attorney General in his complain- 
ing tone as to the increase of appropria- 
tions for the State, which he knows must 
necessarily increase with each decade, fails 
to inform the a that under mo- 
eratic control the increase from 1884 to 
1894 was over $5,000,000, so that when he 
says that the increase of population has 
nothing to do with the Increase of expenses 
he must find some other reason for this 
great extravagance upon the part of the 
representatives of his party. 

“If he were entirely fair he would know 
that during that period the general ex- 
penses of the Government increased over 
$3,000,000, and that the natural growth of 
schools provided for another million, which 
showed at least that there was justification 
for an increase even under a Democratic 
administration, and if he had pursued the 
investigations further, from 1 to 1904, 
he would have found the same explanation 
in increased expenses for schools, insane, 
good roads, better health conditions, and 
the thousand and one items which are all 
in the direction of the welfare of the peo- 
ple, and for the development of the re- 
sources of our State. 


Money Saved to the State. 


“It may not beg} matter of knowledge to

DID NOT ASK FOR APPRAISERS. 


Canal Association Thought Court of 
Claims Sufficed. 


Henry B. Hebert,‘ Chairman of the 
Greater New York Canal Association, when 
seen yesterday about the charges which 
Attorney General Cunmneen made against 
the Odell administration in connection with 
the canal work, said: 

“I do not desire to pass judgment upon 
the charges until I have seen what defense 
Gov. Odell has to make. It is quite possible 
that Mr, Cunneen was mistaken. If, as he 
alleges, it be true that $18,618 was allowed 
the Furnaceville Iron Company for exca- 
vating rock where there was no rock, that 
would be a grave matter. 

“With respect to the charges which Mr. 
Cunneen brings in connection with the ap- 
pointment of three canal appraisers and a 
secretary at salaries which he regards as 
exorbitant and which he says have been 
paid out of the Treasury for several months 
although not a single canal contract has yet 
been let, all I have to say is that'in the 
bill which was sent to Albany by the Canal 
Association no provisidn was made for 
these appraisers. The opinion of the asso- 
ciation was that the Court of Claims could 
attend to the appraisement. The Legis- 
lature in its wisdom, however, thought 
otherwise, and the positions were created.” 

It was said last night in Democratic 
circles that Henry A. Van Alstyne, who is 
now the State Engineer and the Republican 
candidate for re-election, was at the time 
the Furnaceville Iron Company’s claim was 
pressed in the employ of E. H. Harriman, 
who owns and controls that company, and 


that it was he who urged the payment of 
the claim for the company.

Makes Statement About a Deal in 
Highway Manuals. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Cunneen made public this afternoon 
another statement of similar tenor to that 
which he published yesterday in reply to 
Gov. Odell’s challenge and charges. This 
time he confines himself to a single in- 
stance, of which he says: “‘ The history of 
this enterprise affords another and an ex- 
cellent illustration of the process of ‘ Per- 
version of public funds’ under the color of 
law.”

Mr. Cunneen then goes on to say that this 
distribution of manvals is the result of 
Senate Bill Int. No, 521, introduced by Sen-

He states that after the biil 
became a law Charles H. Betts of S.yon 
was desigrated by the Secretary of State 
to compile these highway manuals. 


CANNON ATTACKS PARKER. 


Accuses Him of Perverting McKinley’s 
Buffalo Speech. 


NORFOLK, Sept, 28.—Speaker Joseph G.

Those against whom indictments were 
found as a result of the election probing 
are as follows: Robert M. Johnson, Harry 
Johnson, Russel Negley, Stanley M. John- 
son, William F. Turner, all accused of un- 
lawful action; John Cooney, charged with 
false swearing and unlawful procuring a 
person to vote; Joseph Shorts, charged with 
false swearing and illegal voting; Charlies 
Winkle, accused of illegal voting. 

The jury adjourned until Nov. 15 in order 
that it may hear additional evidence of 
fraudulent registration or fraudulent prac- 
tices at the coming election.

Say Republicans Cannot Hope for More 
Than 75,000 Above the Harlem and 
City Will Overcome This. 


Gov. Odell remained in Newburg yester- 
day devoting the time he had left after pre- 
paring his answer to the charges of Attor- 
ney General Cunneen to going over the final 
estimates of Republican majorities based 
upon the canvass which has been made in 
the counties north of the Harlem River. 
From a source close to the Governor it was 
learned late last night that his estimates 
showed a majority for Roosevelt above the 
Harlem of 150,000. Allowing for a Demo- 
cratic majority of 75,000 in Greater New 
York, the Governor-Chairman has figured 
it out that Roosevelt will carry the State 
by 75,000, and that majority he is said to 
believe will insure the election of Fran« 
Wayland Higgins, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, by between 20,000 and 25,000, 

Just how much reliance is to be placed in 
the Governor-Chairman’s claims is indicat- 
ed by a statement which was made last 
night by Senator Stevens of Attica, a close 
friend of Licut. Gov. Higgins. Senator 
Stevens, while optimistic about the outcome 
in the State, placed the Republican major- 
ity above the Harlem at 110,000. That was 
his figure for the Roosevelt majority, but 
he said that he thought Lieut. Gov. Higgins 
would run well up to Mr. Roosevelt in the 
up-State. Senator Steyens said he believed 
the majority in Greater New York for 
Herrick and Harrison would not be above 
80,000, and his expectation is, he said, that 
Higgins will have a majority in the State 
of about 25,000. 

There is no doubt that Odell and his 
lieutenants are basing all their hopes of 
success upon the efficacy of the work to 
be done by the organization they have 
formed the past four years. It is their 
claim that there has never been a more 
perfect’ political organization in the history 
of the State. The claim is made for it that 
it is as effective in the State as Tammany 
is in the city. The canvass which Gov. 
Odell has had made of the State is as- 
serted to b e the most thorough ever at- 
tempted by a political organization and to 
have cost more money than probably ever 
has been expended in such work by any 
political organization in the United States. 
The Governor-Chairman has a force of 
nearly 200 clerks engaged at Newburg in 
compiling the results of the canvass. The 
building in which the work is being done is 
said to present a scene of activity far ex- 
ceeding that at the headquarters of either 
of the two National Committees. It was 
his idea to have it done at Newburg in order 
that it might not attract too much atten- 
tion. \ 

In Democratic circles the Odell figures 
are a subject of ridicule. It is said by the 
Democratic leaders that the majority he 
predicts up State is impossible. In the first 
place, they say the independents and Platt 
Republicans are being alienated by the 
score through the revelations being made 
about the Odell administration and the Gov- 
ernor’s action in devoting all of his time 
to partisan campaign work while still re- 
taining the office of Chief Executive. 

Furthermore they say that the Republican 
estimates include all of the floating vote, 
which is said to amount to at ieast 200,000. 
The Republicans have had all of this vote 
in the past few years largely because of the 
fact that the Democrats had no money to 
run their campaigns. It is the belief of the 
Democratic managers that at the very least 
calculation they will be able to take away 
25 per cent. of the floating vote from the 
Republicans this year, and that on that 
basis they are unable to figure a greater 
Republican majority than 75,000 north of 
the Harlem. ‘hey do not believe that it 
will reach that figure, but that is a liberal 
estimate, they say. They are confident 
that the majority for Parker and for Her- 
rick in the city will more than offset the 
bse di best the Republicans can do in the up 

tate. 

The plan of Governor-Chairman Odell to 
appoint deputy leaders for nearly all of the 
Assembly districts of the city in order 
that he ay assurance that nothing 
that could done will be left undone to 
keep down the Democratic majority is 
thought to indicate that he is getting des- 
perate about the situation here. All at- 
tempt to conceal the scheme was abandoned 
yesterday when Executive Chairman Halpin 
acknowledged that deputy leaders were to 
be appointed by the State Committee to 
supervise the detail work in the various dis- 
tricts. Mr. Halpin was asked: 

“Will the leaders appoint their own as- 
sistants?’’ 

““No. They will be appointed by the State 
Committee very shortly.”

From high authority it was learned yes- 
terday that Gov. Odell would not resign 
either as Governor or as Chairman, it being 
regarded by the party leaders as too late 
for him to take such action without doing 
more. harm than good to the Republican 
campaign. 


PRESIDENT’S BUSY DAY. 


Sees Armenian Bishops and French

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—This was one 
of the busiest days President Roosevelt has 
had for many weeks. Scores of visitors 
ealied at the White House, a great majority 
of them merely to pay their respects to 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

Secretary Taft called with Major Gen. 
Corbin, and Secretary Hitchcock, Attorney 
General Moody, and Postmaster General 
Payne had brief conferences with the Pres- 
ident on departmental matters. The Presi- 
dent was introduced to Mons Monssen, the 
gunner of the battleship Missouri who, by 
flooding the vessel’s forward magazine, pre- 
vented the total destruction of the ship 
and her crew at the time of the disaster 
which cost the lives of more than a score 
of the Missouri's crew.

NIEMANN WINS NASSAU FIGHT. 


Nominated for Judge Despite Opposi- 
tion of Scudder and Brower. 


MINEOLA, Sept. 28.—James P. Niemann, 
at present District Attorney of Nassau 
County, was nominated for County Judge 
by the Democratic County Convention this 
afternoon despite the efforts of Congress- 
man Townsend Scudder, the county leader, 
and of Supervisor Brower of Hempstead, 
who represents Tammany in the county. 
John J. Graham, who for the last five 
years has been Mr. Niemann’s assistant, 
was nominated to succeed him as District 
Attorney. 

Congressman Scudder and Mr. Brower 
Supported County Judge Seabury for re- 
nomination. The informal ballot was taken 
with the unit rule prevailing, and the vote 
stood 35 for Seabury and 32 for Niemann.

PENSION ORDER NEW LAW, 
REPUBLICANS ADMITTED 


It'Was During the Debate on the 
President’s Action. 


A TEST MADE BY DEMOCRATS 


When They Offered to Amend an Appro- 
priation Bill Their Foes Raised 
a, Point of Order. 


Special to The New York Times. 

VYASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The discussion 
of the President’s pension order No. 78 in 
the letters of acceptance of the two .candi- 
dates for the Presidency, and the com- 
ments that have been made thereon in the 
press and on the stump, recalls the conten- 
tion that arose in Congress over the order 
immediately following its issuance. In the 
present Congress a bill was introduced by 
Chairman Sulloway of the Pensions Com- 
mittee of the House to grant pensions for 
age, which bill was substantially in the 
terms employed in Order 78. 

When the bill was under consideration by 
the House, Mr. Moon of Tennessee offered 
an amencment the language of which was 
identical with that of the President’s or- 
der. In support of this amendment it was 


urged that the action of the President was 
without the warrant of law, and to make 
the payment of pensions for age legal it 
was proposed to incorporate the order in 
the law. The Republicans contended and 
the Democrats denied that the order had 
the authority of law, yet when the Moon 
amendment was presented Mr. Hemenway, 
Chairman of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, raised the point that it was not ad- 
missible for the reason that it changed ex- 
isting law. -During the debate that fol- 
lowed Mr. Underwood of Alabama said: 

“My colleague from Tennessee offers an 
amendment in the exact language of the 
President’s order, word for word and let- 
ter for letter, following identically the 
wording of the President’s order, and it 
hardiv reaches the desk before the distin- 
guished Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, who has reported this appro- 
priation, raises the point of order that it 
cannot be carried on this bill because it is 
a change of existing law. Do you gentle- 
men of the Republican Party think that the 
President is more entitled to violate exist- 
ing law than this House is? Are you going 
to vote to allow this appropriation of a 
million and a half of dollars to carry out 
an uniawful order of the President?”’ 

Subsequenty Mr. Williams of Mississippi 
said: ‘‘ The gentleman from Indiana when 
this amendment was offered said that he 
would make the point of order on the 
ground that it is a change of existing law. 
Remember that the amendment is in the 
exact words of the Executive order, so that 
if the amendment is a change of existing 
law the Executive order is a change of ex- 
isting law. Then the next moment the 
gentieman from Indiana said that he is op- 
posed to the amendment because it is mere- 
ly a re-Ceclaration of existing law, and 
therefore unnecessary, and a game that is 
played for political effect. Let the gentle- 
man reconcile himself to himself. This 
very order carries within itself the answer 
to what the gentleman has said.” _ 

Mr. Mcon appealed to Mr. Hemenway to 
withdraw the point of order, which that 
gentleman declined to do.

NEGROES DRIVEN FROM TOWN. 


Colored Woman Had Stabbed a Kent- 
tucky Farmer’s Wife. 


HARRODSBURG, Ky., Sept. 28.—Eighty 
negroes, thirty of them women, have ar- 
rived here from South Fork, which place | 
they were ordered by the whites to leave 
because one of the negroes stabbed a farm- 
er’s wife. It is reported that the white 
woman is dead. 

The negro men were working on a rail- 
road near South Fork. One of the women 
at the railroad camp went to a farmhouse 
and demanded a luncheon. This was given 
to her, and while the hostess’s back was 
turned the negro woman snatched some 
clothes and ran away. The farmer’s wife 
pursued and caught her, but was stabbed 
by the negress. 

The news of the affair spread rapidly and 
in a short time a posse of 200 white men 
had driven all the negroes from the vicinity. 
The refugees will not be permitted to re- 
main in Harrodsburg.

| Chinese Says They Retired After 


Enduring Terrific Fire. 


ENORMOUS LOSSES REPORTED 


Russians Hear Attackers’ Casualties 
Number 7,000—Hundreds \ Killed 
by Ground Mines. 


CHE-FOO, Sept. 28.—Russians residing 
here assert that they have received infor- 
mation that the Japanese losses in the 
latest attack on Port Arthur, which was 
begun-on Sept. 19, were 7,000. 

A Chinese who left the fortress on Sept. 

26 says that the Russian losses were be- 
tween 500 and 600. 
The Chinaman says that the Japanese 
Were unable to remain in the three supple- 
mentary forts which they captured, and 
that they retired at 4 o'clock on the after- 
noon of Sept. 26 after enduring several days 
of tremendous firing from the inner forts. 

He adds that the Russians attempted to 
bury the dead on both sides at night, be- 
Cause the decomposing bodies seriously 
Menaced the health of the garrison. The 
Russians allege that it is the deliberate 
policy of the Japanese to undermine the 
health of the Russian troops by means of 
the decomposing bodies, and that for this 
Teason they fire on the burial parties. 

A Chinaman who was a member of a 
burial party says the Japanese fired when 
he and other Chinamen attempted to bury 
the dead. "He adds that when the wind 
carries the odors toward the Japanese the 
Matter retire. 

Chinese say that the most severe attacks 
Were made on the supplementary forts of 
the Etse and Antz Mountain farts. The 
Russians had undermined the ground and 
several hundred Japanese were blown up 
Sept. 23. Reports received from Miao-Tao 
Islands mention a terrific geport which 
shook the houses there on that date. 

The Russians ships, it is reported, took 
no part in the battle. From thirty to fifty 
shells fell da:ly in the Chinese new town. 
One shell tore the rudder from a torpedo 
boat destroyer. 

The Russians are now building a new 
fort on Liao-thie Promontory, bearing on 
the land side. Its construction indicates 
that five large guns will form the nucleus 
of the battery, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—The infor- 
mation received at the War Office concern- 
ing the situation at Port Arthur is not re- 
assuring. 

The blockade at last seems to be effect- 
tve. Admiral Togo’s ships are arresting all 
the junks which try to enter the harbor 
and are sending them to Dalny, 

It is feared that this complete isolation 
may react on the spirits of the garrison. 


HEARS TOGO LOST SHIPS.

German and Italian Semi-Official De- 


nials Fail to Suppress Them. 


BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Signor Giolitti, the 
Italian Premier, left Homburg to-day” for 
Racconigi after a two days’ visit to Chan- 
cellor ven Biilow, which, at this juncture 
of international affairs, has naturally given 
rise to conjectures that the conference was 
partly in regard to the question of media- 
tory offers in the Far Eastern war. 

The conjectures have brought forth 
prompt denials from the Government organs. 
The National Zeitung, in an evidently in- 
spired paragraph, styles the reports that 
the conference dealth with the question of 
mediation as “absurd fabrications.” 

No trustworthy statement regarding the 
real purport of the conference has been 
given out. 


ROME, Sept. 28.—Although a portion of 
the Italian press insists that the meeting 
of Premier Giolitti and Count von Biilow 
Was connected with the subject of media- 
tion between Russia and Japan, the Cap- 
itale, a semi-official organ, gives voice to 
the contrary view, and says: 

“Not only the Italian, but all European 


Governments, consider that mediation is 
impossible now, when Russia fully trusts in 
her ability to turn the tide of battle in her 
favor, and, while Japan does not wish to 
ange the ~¥ of her victories.” 

e AV asserts that the presence of 
Prince Charles of Hohenzollern at Tokio 
has a connection with alleged plans of medi- 
ation.

“IAPAN REMAINS. CONFIDENT. 
Talk of a Second Russian Army Causes 
No Alarm—New Domestic Loan.

TOKIO, Sept. 28.—The Japanese press 
is uncertain whether to regard the Sec- 
ond Russian Army as a second Baltic 
squadron, but it declares that at any 
rate, since the responsibility for the pro- 
longation of the war rests with Russia, 
Japan is prepared to continue to fight 
unflinchingly, confident of her ability 
always to place im the field a larger and 
stronger army than Russia. 

It is added that no financial or eco- 
nomic inconvenience has been experi- 
enced hitherto, and therefore confidence 
is expressed that in a trial of endurance 
Japan will not be beaten by her enemy. 


By The Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Sept. 28.—_The Government has 


decided to float another domestic loan of 
$40,000,000 on conditions similar to the 
last. The issue price will be 92 and the 
interest 5 per cent. 

Business conditions indicate a heavy sub- 
scription. The Minister of Finance will 
meet the bankers of Tokio to-morrow, and 
those of Osaka and Nagoya on Saturday, 
to discuss the loan. 

It is probable that tke conscription law 
will be amended, increasing the service in 
the reserve five years and making the 
regular reserve service total seventeen 
years and five months. This means a 
large increase in the strength of the army. 


COSSACKS’ DARING RAIDS. 


Russians Have Been Successful in a 
Number of Small Engagements. 


MUKDEN, Sept. 28.—Many skirmishes 
and reconnaiggances are reported to head- 
quarters heref but, except for these, quiet 
still prevails. 4tn the fighting that has been 
eceurring the Russian scouts have almost 
invariably shown themselves superior to 
the Japanese both in riding and fighting. 

The Japanese movement up the Tai-Tse 
River appears to be by a comparatively 
small force.

Beautiful Autumn weather continues. 

Reinforcements are arriving rapidly. Over 
1,000 convalescents have returned to duty. 

The railway is in good working condition. 
Officers are distributing the reserve stores 
that were brought up from Liao-Yang, as 
adequate supplies are now coming in from 
the north, 

Details of the fighting near Inpu, be- 
tween Bentsiaputze and the railroad, on 
Sept. 26, show that Gen. Mistchenko’s 
scouts, accompanied by a battery of artil- 
lery, attacked a Japanese position at which 
there were stationed a battery of artillery, 
two squadrons of cavalry, and two com- 
panies of infantry, The Japanese were 
shelled out of their position on a hill and 
suffered heavy loss, The Russians occupied 
the hill until nightfall, when they retired 
under cover of darkness, having lost only 
three men. 

The Japanese are sending out large par- 
ties of scouts daily, with the object of 
checking the Russians’ continuous raids. 

The march of Gen. Rennenkampff’s Cos- 
sacks around the Japanese right flank, 
which was mentioned in these dispatches on 
Sept. 26, was a remarkable performance. 
Accompanied by a battery of artillery, the 
Cossacks covered eighty miles in fifty-two 
hours. They struck the enemy north of 
Bentsiaputze on Sept. 19, and thence con- 
tinued south, circling the Japanese right 
flank. Coming unexpectedly on the Japa- 
nese line of communications near Pensihu, 
on the Tai-Tse River, on Sept, 22, they in- 
flicted considerable damage. The Japa- 
nese were thrown into great confusion, but 
the Cossacks retired with a loss of only 
two killed. 

Dr. Matveieff, who was captured by the 
Japanese at Liao-Yang, says the Japanese 
are suffering severely from dysentery, and 
that they begged his assistance in combat- 
ing the disease. Japanese officers of the 
staff are excellent linguists, and many of 
them speak English and German, as well 
as some Russian. 

The Japanese Army, according to Dr. Mat- 
veieff, is living almost entirely an rice and 
preserved foods, but it is comfortably 
equipped, many officers having even arm- 
chairs among their baggage. The principal 
Japanese fear is for forage for the horses 
during the Winter. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday, Sept. 29.— 
Movements at the front, so far as disclosed 
by the meagre dispatches received here, 
are confined to almost continuous outpost 
skirmishes, by means of which Gen. Kuro- 
patkin is keeping in close touch ,with the 
Japanese along the whole of their front. 

Field Marshal Oyama’s advance appears 
to be extremely deliberate. There are no 
indications as yet that he has begun to 
overlap Russian positions. 

A dispatch from Gen. Kuropatkin, dated 
Tuesday afternoon, says the Japanese have 
not altered their positions east of the rail- 
road and that they confine themselves to 
outpost attacks to the north, all of which 
so far have been repulsed. 

Reconnaissances by the Russian troops, 
says Gen. Kuropatkin, have established the 
fact that the main Japanese forces are still 
along the branch railroad to the Yen-Tai 
mines. Both sides are in constant contact. 
Gen. Samsonoff’s troops particularly have 
had frequent encounters, but have sus- 
tained very few casualties. The Russians 
have captured some Japanese cattle and 
horses. ° 

The General adds: 

“On the night of Sept. 26 Cornet Mik- 
heiff, with a detachment of Ural Cossacks, 
attacked the Japanese bivouacked at 
Khouandi, causing a great panic. The same 
day the Orenpurg Cossacks laid an ambush 
for half a adron of Japanese cavalry, 
who return their fire, but soon retired, 
having sustained considerable loss and 
leaving several dead on the field.’”’ 

The superiority of the Russian cavalry is 
beginning to be apparent. They have had 
the best of it in a number of minor en- 
counters. 

It appears that Gen. Rennenkamp’s move- 
ment to the southward on Sept. 19 extended 
beyond the distance indicated by first re- 
ports. His Cossacks made a rapid sweep 
on Sept. 22 and struck a Japanese force at 
Pensihu, threatening its communications 
and causing considerable excitement. 

Reinforcements are rapidly arriving at 
Mukden, and many convalescents are al- 
ready returning to duty. 

It is reported that Gen. Kuropatkin has 
made a requisition upon the authorities here 
for- additional officers to make up the 
heavy losses in killed and wounded in the 
battle of Liao-Yang. 


FOR MORE CITY PLAYGROUNDS. 


Controller Will Provide Them If He Can 
Get $750,000. 


When the Board of Estimate meets on 
Friday Controller Grout will ask an appro- 
priation of $750,000 to carry out a scheme 
of playgrounds for the crowded sections of 
Manhattan and Brooklyn. 

Mr. Grout has been working on the plan 
for more than two years, but only lately 
in an amendment to the Small Parks act 
has he found a possibility of obtaining the 
necessary funds. The money, if the Board 
of Estimate approves the scheme, will be 
raised by bonds.

SEPARATION OF RACES 
SOUTHERN BISHOP'S IDEA 


Plain Words to Episcopalians on 
Negro Problem. 


BOOKER T. WASHINGTON SPEAK

Colored Leader, However, Does Not An- 
swer Dr. Strange, Coadjutor-Elect 
of East Carolina. 


Speaking on “‘ The Negro Question in the 
United States, or the Responsibilities of the 
Christian Civilization of America Toward 
the Negro Race,” the Rev. Robert Strange, 
D. D., Coadjutor Bishop-elect for East 
Carolina, surprised a large audience gath- 
ered in St. Thomas's Church, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Fifty-third Street, last night, with 
the statement that as a first step toward 
the solution of the problem “ there must be 
an unequivocal social separation of the 
races." This means, he said, “ separation 
i the schools, separation in the Churches, 
separation in social entertainments, and 
separation in domestic life.” 

The occasion was a public meeting of the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Conven- 
tion, which was attended by prominent 
clergymen and Bishops from many parts 
of the country. There were also many 
negroes in the audience. Bishop Coadjutor 
David H. Greer presided, and introduced 
the speakers, who, besides Coadjutor Bish- 
op-elect Strange, were Ernest Hamlin Ab- 
bott, Edgar Gardner Murphy, Secretary of 
the Southern Education Board and author 
of the book entitled “‘ The Present South,” 
and Booker T. Washington. 

Coadjutor Bishop-elect Strange was the 
first speaker. He said that he was born in 
North Carolina, was trained as a minister 
in Connecticut under Bishop Williams, and 
that the first years of his ministry had 
been as a missionary among the colored 
people. 

“The question,” he declared, “is primar- 
ily one which the South must answer, as 
the South has had and: will. always have 
thé ‘negroes with it. But there is something 
which you people of the North can do for 
us in the South. In the first place, I ask 
you to trust the white men of the South. 
When you hear a criticism of a ‘specific 
thing in the South, don’t condemn the 
South as a whole because of it. 

“In the second place; we ask you to set 
your faces as a flint against’‘any outside 
political interference in this question. Why? 
Because it will harm the negro. It will 
raise false hopes in him and it will irri- 
tate the white man. 

“First and foremost, the white man of 
the South must see to it that there shall be 
unequivocal social separation of the races; 
that they put aside firmly and gently all 
things that look toward a relation of one 
race toward the other. There must be 
separation in the schools, separation in the 


churches, separation in social entertain- 
ments, and separation in domestic life. 

“This is not the kind ef a place -o go 
into an argument on this question, but I 
tell you that that is the one fixed factor 
in any real solution. It is best for human 
progress, it is best for the white race, it is 
best for the colered race; and my statement 
is based on the opinion of the leaders in 
that race. Don’t give a mean politician 
a chance to swing his slogan and hold the 
hand of the best people! Exceptions ought 
to be made in the South, of course, to men 
who have ability as teachers in their race. 

“TI tell you that the late amendment to 
the Constitutions of Southern States in 
regard to the franchise is an effort to an- 
swer the best conscience of the South, and 
gives us hope of a pure and honest gov- 
ernment. Now we have swept away from 
the ballot box a mass of ignorance by laws, 
and I believe that the conscience of the 
South is growing strong enough to see to it 
that the law shall be administered with 

ual justice to whites and blacks.” 

oker T. Washington told of the progress 
which his race had already made under 
somewhat adverse conditions, He made no 
reply to Dr. Strange. E. H. Abbott took 
the ground that most megroce are, intel- 
lectually, morally, and spiritually, but chil- 
dren, and that it was wrong to hold them 
as responsible as adults. Mr. Murphy said 
that because certain white men of the 
North and South return lawlessness for 
lawlessness it was “folly to forget the 
rights and protections which are so gen- 
erally accorded to the negro race, and 
which far exceed those which negroes now 
enjey or have ever enjoyed in any other 
negro land.”

POTTER ON DIVORCE EVIL. 


Tells Convention Convenience Often De- 
termines Attitude Toward Laws. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury occupied 
the throne and conducted the services which 
marked the opening of the one hundred and 
twenty-first annual convention of, the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New York 
yesterday morning, when 750 delegates and 
about 250 others specially invited assembled 
in the crypt of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. The convention then adjourned 
to the Pro-Synod building, which was the 
old Leake & Watts Orphan Asylum, and 
there heard the annual address of Bishop 
Potter. He declared that unless the church 
safeguarded the family as the foundation of 
society, practical barbarism must super- 
vene. 

Bishop Potter told a story of a young, 
penniless lawyer in the Far West who had 
refused a fee of $500 offered by a farmer 
and his wife for a divorce, and by plead- 
ing led them to reconsider their purpose, 

“The incident has a deeper significance 
than at first we may recognize,” he cot- 
tinued. ‘‘ We make laws very easily in this 
country, and we break them very easily. 
When ovériegislation crowds our statute 
books with laws which are, too often, a dead 
letter, it is very easy to pass from disregard 
of what one thinks an unreasonable law to 
disregard of laws that are not unreason- 
able, perhaps, but inconvenient.’ And any 
law one may easily hold to be both incon- 
venient and unreasonable if it gets in his 
way.”

Predicts Victory—Praises Roosevelt as 
. Man of Action. 


Senator Depew opened the Republican 
campaign in Harlem last night with sev- 
eral other speakers at Camp Roosevelt, 
255 West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street. The tent was packed with, it was 
said, more than 2,500 persons and other 
thousands had to be turned away because 
they could not force their way into the 
place. Gen, O. O, Howard, one of the 
speakers, said from the platform that it 
had taken him fifteen minutes to fight his 
way from the door to the platform. 

In speaking of the outlook Senator Depew 
said: 

“I bave been through ten Republican 
counties in New York State, and I have 
been through those same counties at this 
time of the year for more years than I care 
to confess just now, and I declare to you 
I never have seen the prospects for Repub- 
lican victory as they are now.” 

Later he said: 

“As to candidates the trouble with the 
Democratic nomination is that he has the 
judicial habit. He is accustomed to the 
silence and seclusion of his study, where 


he evolves ponderous opinions. The Chief 
Executive of the Nation should be a man 
of action, one who can act on the minute 
as President Roosevelt did in the Panama 


case. 
“The people are going to keep Roosevelt. 
He’s the best-equipped man in the country 
the Presidency of the United States. 
The only real complaint t him is that 
"he takes the whole peo into his confi- 
dence and tells them what he is going to 
do. And, by the eternal, we have come to 
know he means what he says.”

FAIRBANKS ANSWERS 
PARKER ACCUSATIONS 


Cites Postal Investigation Against 
Corruption Charges. 


EULOGIZES * THE PRESIDENT 


Continuance of His Administration, 
Says Fairbanks, Means Continued 
Rigid Scrutiny of All Offices. 


HELENA, Mon., Sept. 28.—In his princi- 
pal speech here to-day Senater Fairbanks 
discussed at some length the charges of 
corruption made against the Republican 
Party. He refrained carefully from men- 
tion of Judge Parker’s name, but it was 
understood by all that the speech was in- 
spired by the utterances of the Democratic 
candidate on this subject in his letter of 
acceptance. Speaking of the part played by 
President Roosevelt in the prosecution of 
the Post Office scandals, Mr. Fairbanks 
paid: 

“He has enforced the laws. He has 
driven corruption out of public places. We 
know that in private experience in every 
community there are evildoers, but they 
are comparatively few. The one who will 
betray public trust is the exception. He 
insinuates himself into private employment, 
into corporate employment, into the public 
employment. 

“Theodore Roosevelt knew that and he 
determined that, so far as lay in his power, 
the betrayer of the general interest should 
be whipped out of place and power. He 
set to work a corps of Inspectors in the 
great Post Office Department, one of the 
greatest pieces of official mechanism in the 
world. Thousands are employed in it—yes, 
tens of thousands. Is it at all to be won- 
dered at that now and then among tbis vast 
army there should be one who should for- 
get his duty to his Government and go 
wrong? The President undertook to find 
out hether some one was betraying his 
trust and he made discoveries—not many, 
but a few, comparatively. Who were the 
offenders? Some Republicans, some Demo- 
crats. 

‘““What did he do? Did he undertake to 
conceal the result of the investigation from 
the knowledge of men? No, he brought the 
evil-doers to the bar of justice. The De- 
partment of Justice prosecuted them, and 
in many cases the guilty are wearing the | 
stripes of their guilt. 

“Those who talk of corruption in the 
Administration must bear in mind, if they 
be just, that there is no man living with a 
higher conception of civic duty, ‘with a more 
exalted ideal of official responsibility than 
Theedore Roosevelt, President of the 
United States. 

‘He has no sympathy for wrongdoers, 
because he is a rightdoer himself. Ciean

DREW PAY AND 
UNDER FALSE NAMES 


Man Under Arrest for Election 
Frauds Makes Confession. 


HE ACCUSES T. P. SULLIVAN 


Says “ Little Tim ” Got City Job at $3.50 
for Him—Worked Under Saloon 
Keeper’s Name. 


What Superintendent of Blections Morgan 
Says is the most remarkable story un- 
earthed by him in his investigations of nat- 
uralization frauds came to light yesterday 
in the arrest of Rosario Gamino of 161 
Chrystie Street, charged with having reg- 
istered at the last election under a false 
hame and with having voted illegally. Ga- 
mino was locked up in the Church Street 
Police Station last night and will be ar- 
raigned in the Centre Street Court this 
morning. 

The prisoner confesses that Gamino is 
only one of the three names under which 
he is known. As a voter for the past thir- 
teen years he has been James Ross, while 
for the last three years he has figured on 
the pay roll of this city and has drawn 
$3.50 a day as a rammer, under the name 
of *‘ Michael Frabesillio.”’ 

The facts in the case are set forth in a 
sworn affidavit made by Gamino. Gamino 
accuses Timothy P. Sullivan, Vice President 
of the Board of Aldermen, of having ob- 
tained the position for him in the Depart- 
ment of Highways under the false name of 
Frabesillio. He says that on Oct. 21, 1891, 
he obtained from the Superior Court of this 
city citizen papers under the name of James 
Ross. Gamino says that he has voted at 
every election since 1891 under the name of 
James Ross. 

The real Michael Frabesillio is a saloon 
keeper at 142 Elm Street. According to 
Gamino, Frabésillio got a place in the 
Highway Department and held it for some 
time. At the same time he was running 
his saloon, and the business in the latter 
place reached such proportions that it de- 
manded more of Frabesillio’s time and he 
resigned. Thereafter he, or some one act- 
ing for him, made application for reinstate- 
ment, and the applicatién having been fa- 
vorably passed upon, Gamino obtained the 
job under the saloon keeper’s name and hes 
held it so for the past three years. 

‘““When I applied for a position at the 
clubrooms of the Timothy D. Sullivan Asso- 
ciation,’’ says Gamino in his affidavit, 
“Timothy P. Sullivan told me that he 
would get me a position, A day or two 
after this I came into the clubrooms and 
Timothy P. Sullivan told me that he had 
the position for me, but that it was under 
a@ name other than my own. 

“I asked him whether it would be right 
for me to work under a name not my 
own, and he told me_ it was all right, and 
that he had fixed the thing and that I 
would get the job under the name of 
Michael Frabesillio. I then told Michael 
Frabesillio about it, and he told me it was 
all right, and that it had been all fixed. 
This was about three years ago.” 

Frabesillio, when brought before Superin- 
tendent Morgan, denied that Gamino had 
ever seen him relative to the job in the 
Highway Department. He gaid he had been 
an employe there for five months from 
August, 1898. He had previously worked 
in the Street Cleaning Department as a 
driver ahd applied for reinstatement there. 
He worked there, he said, until 1902, when 
he resigned. 

About two years ago, he says, a man 
asked him if he knew that some one was 
working in the Highway Department under 
his, Frabesilllio’s, name. He says he after- 
ward ascertained that this man was “James 


Ross,"’ but he took no further steps in the 
matter, He swears, too, that Ross never 
spoke to him about the matter, and that 
he never received any money from Ross 
for allowing him to use his name. 

A reporter met “Littl Tim” Sullivan 
and Supt. Morgan talking at Broadway 
and Thirtieth Street last evening. ‘They 
had apparently just happened te meet. The 
reporter showed Sullivan Gannino’s affi- 
— Suliivan read it through and then 
said: 

“Oh, life’s too short to answer questions 
like this.”

Hundred and Seventh Street boys had «he 
third fire, which was again extinguished.

ACTION FOR $450,000. 


International Flax Fibre Company Sues 
J. R. Lerendeau.

OTTAWA, Sept. 28.-In the Superior 
Court at Montreal to-day the International 
Flax Fibre Company of New York brought 
action against J. R. Lerendeau for $450,000, 

The statement of claims sets forth that 
the defendant was made a Director and 
Vice President of the company, It is 
alleged that at a meeting of a sub-commit- 
tee of the directorate in New York in 
March the Presjdent, G. R. De Montlord, 
acknowledged owing the company $50,000, 
offering in payment 450,000 shares of the 
company’s stock, the shares having a par 
value of $1 each, The full board at a 
meeting at New York on May 9 accepted 
this offer and released the President of lia- 
ae De Montlord, it is declared, handed 
over to the defendant certificates for 450,- 
000 shares. On July 29, at another New 
York meeting, the defendant by resolution 
was asked to hand over the certificates 
to the company. He refused, and action 
was taken. 


TOLSTOY’S IMPERIALIST SON. 


He Declares That Russia Is Destined to 
Conquer the World. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—Count Tol- 
stoy’s son Leo, in an article in the Novoe 
Vremya, takes a position diametrically op- 
posed to that of his father. He has just 
returned from bidding farewell to his 
brother, who is departing for the front, 
and writes of the touching scenes he wit- 
nessed at Tamboff as the reserve men left 
for the Far East. But, he says, neverthe- 
less the peasants are all united in agreeing 
that the war must be fought out until 
Japan is subdued. 

He predicts the triumph of Russia, which, 
he declares, is destined ‘‘to become, in- 
stead of England, the greatest nation in the 


world.” He says the Slavs will spread 
over and absorb all the neighboring peo- 
ples they have already subjugated. 
“Russia is the only power destined to 
realize the dream of world conquest.” 


John Foster Kirk’s Death. 

John Foster Kirk, who died on Sept, 21 
in Philadelphia, was born at Fredericton, 
N. B., in 1824, went to Boston at the age 
of eighteen, and five years later, in 1847, 
took the position of W. H. Prescott's 


private secretary, left vacant by Robert 
Carter. Mr. Kirk worked with Prescott 
until the death of the historian in 1859. In 
1870 Mr, Kirk accepted # boelvon in Phila- 
delphia in the firm of J. B. Lippincott as 
editor of the new edition of Prescott's 
works also of Lippincott's Magazine. 
From 1 to 1888 he was lecturer upon 
European history at the University of Penn- 
sylvania.

SLOCUM SURVIVORS SAY 


indignant Germans Denounce 
Company and Inspectors. 


APPEAL TO THE PRESIDENT 


Many Speeches at Meeting Largely At- 
tended by Women in Mourning— 
“ Easy Going ” No More. 


Survivors of the wreck of the General 
Slccum and those who were bereaved by 
the horror of last June, to the number of 
more than 300, met last night in Schuetzen 
Hall, 12 St. Mark’s Place, to protest against 
the decision rendered by the logal Steam- 
boat Inspectors in their recent investigation 
into the causes of the disaster. 

The indignation meeting—for that was 
what it became—was held under the aus- 
pices of the Organization of General Slo- 
cum Survivors, Resolutions were adopted 
denouncing the report of Inspectors James 
A. Dumont and Thomas H. Barrett and 
calling for the punishment of those respon- 
sible. The organization represents 300 sur- 
vivors and the families of 600 dead. The 
report was denounced as “ unjust and un- 
fair to the stricken families, it being 
proved that negligence and lack of disci- 
pline prevailed among the officers and 
crew,.”’ 

The resolution was passed unanimously 
by a rising vote. It read as follows: 

“Re it Resolved, That we, the bereaved 
members of this organization, emphatically 
declare that the whole responsibility rests 
with the Board of Directors and officers 
of the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company, 
who knew at the time of the disaster of 
the incompetency of their crew, and we 
further denounee and look for a speedy 
punishment of the negligent and of the 
Federal Government Inspectors, Lundberg 
and Fleming, who willfully and dastardly 
permitted this unfit vessel to be in com- 
mission without a thorough inspection of 
the appliances, such as life preservers, hose, 
&c., which came under their supervision,” 

It was also resolved to send a copy of 
the resolutions to President Roosevelt. 

Fully a third of those at the meeting were 
women who, without exception, were in 
deep mourning. Many wept, and the men 
were hardly less affected as the story of 
June 15 was told over again by those who 
had passed through the catastrophe, The 
speeches were in both English and German. 

President Charles Dersch of the associa- 
tion, in opening the meeting, asked if the 
“ easy-going Germans’”’ were going to al- 
low themselves to be imposed upon. Cries 
of “No! No!” answered him. 

“Then,” he continued, ‘“‘the sooner we 
put our foot down the better. It is about 
time the Germans of this city were heard 
from, 

“We are here to-day, suffering. Our 
friends, who have lost their dearest and 
best, are facing a long Winter of solitude 
and grief. Many of them have gone else- 
where to forget their sorrow; many of them 
have not recovered and never will recover 
from the horror of that time. Only to-day 
a mother who mourned the loss of a nine- 
teen-year-old daughter died in a hospital 
of a broken heart. Are we to be made a 
laughing stock by these men, one of whom 
made, twenty-five years ago, a similar re- 
port on the Seawanhaka? No; we, the 
sufferers, have a right to demand redress 
for the loss of our loved ones. 

“Such rot and nonsense. It is to shield 
the stcamboat company that the Inspectors 
take away the licenses of the Captain, the 
pilot, and the engineer. What care they? 
The company will protect them, give them 
soft berths somewhere, possibly pensfon 
them. 

“While most of us are of German birth 


or descent, we are here to demand our 
rights as American citizens; we are not 
‘easy marks.' We haye accepted the fate 
that has come to us, but we will not be 
trifled with. We are here to fight for the 
memories of our dear dead, and we warn 
the authorities who are the superiors of the 
Inspectors who have whitewashed them- 
selves that we will demand recognition of 
our rights and the adequate punishment of 
those who are to blame,” 

Speeches in German and English were 
also made by Emil Troell, who lost his 
wife and child; George Wunner, who lost 
his wife, and Henry W. bech, who lost 
a daughter and whose wife is a nervous 
wreck as a result of her experience on the 
ill-fated boat. 

Frank Prawdziski, a boy of thirteen years, 
made a speech in which he said that he ran 
up to the prot house to tell Capt. Van 
Schaick that the boat was on fire, and re- 
ceived the reply: “Shut up, and mind your 
own business.’’ Several survivors told of 
the rotten condition of the life preservers, 
and one man said that he had found the 
life rafts tied with wire rope.

EX-SECRETARY FOSTER 
AGAINST GREATER NAYY 


Says Government Should Favor In- 
ternational Disarmament. 


JUSTICE BREWER’S ADDRESS 


Explains Away Surprise Caused by His 
Remarks on Philippines and Consti- 
tution Before Lawyers’ Congress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 28—Ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster made the principal 
address to-day’ at the opening of the Uni- 
versal Congress of Lawyers and Jurists. 
His subject was “ International Arbitration 
and The Hague Tribunal.” In it he said: 

“It has been reported in the press that 
the Secretary of the Navy has announced 
himself as in favor of a navy equal to the 
greatest navy in the world. I trust he has 
been misquoted. Our Government should 
hold itself ready to enter into an agreement 
for international disarmament and not for 
the increase of the navy.’’ 

“This country should hold itself to other 
and far more peaceful pursuits in the set- 
tlement of strife than to the making of im- 
plements of destruction and death.” 

He expressed deep regret also that the 
fruits of war made necessary the per- 
manent increase of the American Army. 

Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court, President of the 
congress, in his address startled his audi- 
tors when he said: 

**'You can see twenty acres of Philippine 
life at the World’s Fair, but you cannot 
see a square rod of the Constitution.” 

After waiting for the prolonged cheering 
that greeted his remarks to subside, the 
Justice added: 

“Perhaps it is because it has been ju- 
dicially declared that there is no connec- 
tion between the two, 

“TI affirm,” he said further, ‘“‘ that the 
work of the lawyer and jurist, invisible as 
it may be to the physical eye, is of far- 
reaching value to humanity, for of what 
avail would be all the achievements of sci- 
ence if life, liberty, and property were not 
made sacred by the just administration of 
law? 

“The fabric of our civilization is indeed 
a thing of beauty, but it is made strong 
and enduring only by the golden thread of 
equal, exact, and universal justice, Let us 
not be turned away from our high purpose 
by any glitter of gold or temptations of 
luxuricus life, but ever remember that 
Justice is the one thing beneath the eterna! 
blue.” 

Much significance was attached to the re- 
marks of the Justice, but when asked fo- 
night for an explanation he said; 

“In my reference to the Philippines and 
the Constitution this afternoon I meant 
that the Philippines exhibit at the fair was 
an example of the progress of civilization, 


but that the work of the lawyer, which is 
a@ great factor in the material progress of 
the world, is invisible.”’ 

Before his remarks about the Philippines 
and the Constitution he had said: 

“The purchase which this great Exposi- 
tion commemorates was not the result of 
eonquest and came not at the end of war. 
Not a gun was fired, not a life was lost. A 
lawyer, not,a soldier, made the transfer. 
The gio of that transfer is one of the 
laurels of our profession."’ 


TO PROTEST AGAINST FRANCE. 


Catholic Conference in Session Here 
May Act To-day. 


Action protesting against the treatment of 
the Roman Catholic Churth by the French 
Government is likely to be taken to-day by 
the Third Eucharistic Conference Congress 
of the United States. At yesterday's session 
Bishop Maes of Kentucky, the presiding 
officer, acting upon the suggestion of Fa- 
ther James Dougherty, appointed Arch- 
bishops Farley and Ryan, Bishops Ludden 
and Tierney, and Vicar General Mooney to 
draw up resolutions denouncing the offend- 
ing Government. A further proposal by 
Father Dougherty that copies be sent to 
the President of the United States and the 
Governor of New York was frowned upon 
by his Archbishop. 

“I think that would be going too far,” 
said Archbishop Farley. ‘“‘It would be 
mixing things. The Catholic Church does 
not belong to the President of the United 
States or the Governor of the State of New 
York. It belongs to the Holy See.” 

Solemn pontifical mass, celebrated at the 
cathedral by Bishop Maes, was the first 


order of the day and there was a larger at- 
tendance than on. Tuesday, owing to over- 
night arrivals. Bishop Colton preached the 
sermon on ‘* Holy Communion,” and the 
French and Belgian interpretation of the 
Gregorian chant was rendered by a choir of 
seventy-five under Prof. Ungerer. The 
congress then assembled in the Cathedral 
College Hall, close by in Madison Avenue, 
where papers were read by Fathers Mc- 
Gean, McSweeny, and Thuente of the Order 
of Preachers and all of New York.

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CORBIN STANDS BY HIS 
GUNS ON MARRIAGE TALK 


Officers Should Give of Their Best 
to Country, He Says. 


BIDS PRESIDENT GOOD-BYE 


Gen. Corbin Sails on Saturday to As- 
sume Command in the Philippines 
—Delivers Manassas Report. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Sgpt. 28.—Gen, Corbin 
came to Washington fo-day to pay parting 
calls, He leaves wir York at noon next 
Saturday for the P&ilippines, He visited 
the White House and bade the President 
good-bye, and called also on Secretary 
Taft, Gen. Chaffee, Assistant Secretary 
Oliver, Col. Edwards, the Chief of the In- 
sular Bureau, and many others with whom 
for many years he has been associated in 
the War Department. 

His principal errand to Was¥ington was 
to present to the Secretary of ‘War hig re- 
port of the recent army manoeuvres at 
Manassas and the report of the Chief Um- 
pire, Col, Arthur Wagner. Gen. Corbin 
will relinquish command of the Division of 
the Atlantic at noon Saturday, and at the 
same time command of the Department of 
the East, which will be assumed by Gen. 
Frederick Grant. The command of the 
Division of the Atlantic will devolve on 
Gen. Grant as the senior officer in com- 
mand until the arrival of Gen, James F. 
Wade from the Philippines. 

Gen. Corbin, in speaking of some of the 
criticism which has been made of the com- 
ment he made in his annual report on the 
marriage of young officers in the army, 
said: 

*“ There is no- man living who is more ‘in 
favor of marriage and of the honile and 
family than I am. I approve of marriage 
under proper circumstances in ‘the army 
and out. But I believe officers of the 
army should be required to giye of their 
best to ‘the service of their country, and 
that they should not be permitted to in- 
cumber their lives with responsibilities 
which prevent their attainment of this ex- 
cellence of service. 

“Sentiment is a very pretty thing, but 
once in a while it is well to consider facts. 
When they obtrude themselves upon the 


married state and threaten its happiness 


they are very stubborn things. 

“IT have seep a quantity of sentimental 
rot that was intended as answers to things 
I was supposed to have said. The alleged 
quotations from my order and my. conver- 
sation did suffice in truth to make me ap- 
pear ridiculous, If the papers would con- 
fine themselves to the discussion of what 
I have actually said, I would have no com- 
plaint to make, I am quite sure I am right 
and perfectly content to face the issue.”

After 
coming through @ hard draw the Americans met 
one of England’s most famous pairs in the finals 
—Dr. W. V. Eaves and G. C. Ball-Greene, The 
match lasted through four of the fastest sort 
of sets, and the Americans finally triumphed 
at 24. 8-4, 6—3, 6-2. It is the second con- 
secutive year that a pair of Americans have won 
what is regarded as the greatest tournament of 
all Europe, as Grant, paired with Robert Le 
Roy, the Columbia University student, gained 
the title-and trophy last season. 

In a letter to a friend in this country a spec- 
tator of the competition says: ‘‘ The combina- 
tion of Eaves, who has played in the United 
States, and Ball-Greene was stronger than 
Ritchie and Ball-Greene, who were beaten by 
Grant and Le Roy last year. There was tre- 
mendous excitement, as there were hundreds of 
Americans present, who ‘rooted’ for our boys 
to win. Grant, after the first set, played mag- 
nificently. His service, the reverse twist, and 
smashing were very fine, and Irving Wright, 
the Princeton boy, never played such tennis be- 
fore. The enthusiasm among the Americans was 
so great that both Grant and Wright were lit- 
erally carried off the court after winning the 
match. The German Emperor started the fash- 
ion of applauding the Americans, and after that 
all through the meeting the Germans were with 
Grant and Wright.” 

In the singles of the Hamburg tournament 
Grant, who is the American indoor champion, 
came up to the finals. In the semi-finals Grant 
met Dr. Eaves. The American even surprised his 
most ardent admirers, and by sheer brilliancy of 
his attacking game at the net, which combined 
rapid passing and smashing, won from the Eng- 
lishman in two prolonged deuce sets, the score 
being 13—11, 7—5. Ball-Greene came up to the 
final on the other side of the draw over Schmidt- 
Knatz, a German expert, who withdrew. Grant 
forced the Briton to play hard tennis in the first 
set, and was within a point of taking it, but 
was finally beaten out at 9—7, 6—2, 6—3. 

Miss Elizabeth H. Moore, the National ex- 
champion, made but a poor showing in the 
women’s singles. She came only as far as the 
second round, in which the American girl was 
beaten by one of the German women, Fraulein 
Berton. Miss Moore was away off her game in 
the opening set, and despite good racquet work, 
which forced the game to deuce, she was beaten 


at 6—0, 9—7. In the mixed doubles Miss Moore 
ng Be sag C. Grant came up to the finals only to 
be en by the English pair, Miss Lowther and 
G. C. Ball-Greene, the score being rather one- 
sided at 6—4, 6—2.

HOWARD GOULD’S STEAM 
YACHT THE WINNER 


Niagara IV. Finished Nearly Four 
Minutes Ahead of the Tarantula. 


RACED OVER 39-MILE COURSE 


W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr.’s, Turbine Boat 
Failed to Show Exceptional 
Racing Speed. 


Howard Gould’s steam yacht Niagara lV. 
furnished a decided surprise yesterday to 
many yachtsmen by defeating the speedy 
turbine yacht Tarantula, owned by William 
K. Vanderbilt, Jr. The race, which was 
held under the auspices of the Regatta 
Committee of the New York Yacht Club, 
was run over a course of thirty-nine nau- 
tical miles, starting from the Stepping 
Stone Lighthouse, just below City Island, 
and turning the buoy at Eaton’s Neck, out- 
side of Huntington Bay. By the official 
time the Niagara IV. beat the Tarantula 
by 3 minutes 50 seconds, and in distance 
about one and one-third miles. The Niag- 
ara IV.’s official time over the course was 
1:49:27, while the time of the Tarantula 
was 1:53:17. Both boats were a trifle late 
in crossing the line after the gun was fired, 
and the actual time of the Niagara IV. for 
the course was 1:48:18, while the Taran- 
tula’s actual time was 1:52:12. The average 
speed of the winning yacht was 21.58 knots, 
or 24.816 statute miles, while that of the 
Tarantula was 20.96 knots, or 24.104 statute 
miles. 

Efforts have been made from early in 
the season to arrange a match race with 
the Tarantula and some other fast boat 
that might be expected to give her a good 
race. The Tarantula and the Arrow were 
almost matched at one time for a race, but 
it did not come off.’ The contest with How- 
ard Gould’s fast yacht, therefore, was 
looked forward to with keen interest by 
yachtsmen, as they were anxious to see 
what the turbine engines of Vanderbi!t’s 
yacht would be able to do. 

Each boat came to the mark in racing 
trim, and the start was made at 9:10 
o'clock. Capt. George Cooley was at the 
wheel of the Tarantula, and among the 
owner’s guests were Alfred De Navarro 
and W. 8. Hoyt. Mrs. Howard Gould was 
with her husband on the Niagara IV., and 
Capt. George Fulford had command. Frank 
lsourne Jones and E. Lentilhon acted as 
the Regatta Committee, and they started 
the boats from Rear Commodore Cornelius 
Vanderbilt's steam yacht Mirage. 

The Tarantula led Slightly at the start, 
but between Execution Rocks and Sands 
Point she ran into shallow water and that 
retarded her speed. Off Mattinnecock Point 
the Niagara IV. was leading by barely a 
length, but she continued to gain from 
that time until che end of the race. She 
ran smoothly and easily throughout, while 
the Tarantula seemed to drag, and she 
churned up the water in great waves from 
her stern. The Niagata rounded the outer 
mark _.2 minutes 45 seconds ahead of the 
Tarantula, making the run in 54:21, and she 
made the return run in 53:57. Mr. Vander- 
bilt had no excuses to offer for his defeat, 
but it is known that the turbines were not 
working at their best. The official times 
are:

The Tarantula is the first yacht ever 
fitted with turbine engines. She was built 
in England in 1902 for the late Col. Harry 
MecCalmont, as an experiment. After his 
death W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., bought the 
boat and has used her constantly this year 
in his trips on Long Island Sound.

Lot 698 is marked ‘*“‘ Hon. John D. Rocke« 
feller,” and is described as a kage con~, 
taining a medicinal preparation.’ The Ap- 
praiser who opened the package declares 
that it contained enough hair tonic to sup- 
se the entire Rockefeller family and all 
ts collateral branches for several genera- 
tions. It is supposed that some 
patent medicine man who had heard of the 
sparsity of Mr: Rockefeller’s hair shipped 
the case to him in the hope that Mr. Rock= 
efeller would make the preparation famous. 
Mr. Rockefeller, however, declined to re- 
ceive it. Lot 824 is also marked for Mro 
Rockefeller. It is described as one case 
containing one empty jug, and has at pres- 
ent no — It ra Frew ex y however, a 
preparation of pepsin, destined by the man=> - 
ufacturer, no doubt, to cure Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s dyspepsia. rane Yer"

ODELLISM. 

Président CLEVELAND observed ifi his 
veto of the Texas Seed bill that while it 
was tindoubtedly the duty of the people 
to support the Government, it was no 
part of the duty 6f the Government to 
support the people. The Republican 
theory of Government is the exact con- 
trafy of Mf. CLEVELAND's. The protect- 
ive tariff is founded on this theory, the 
éxtravagant pension system springs from 
it. But it is not all the people that comeé 
in for Republican Government bounty— 
only the favored friends ahd supporters 
of the party. Attorney General CUNNEEN 
in his @ffective reply to Gov. ODELL ex- 
hibits the system in action. The Beet 
Sugar bill authorized the payment out of 
the public funds of one-half a cent a 
pound bounty to manufacturers of sugar 
made from beets grown in 1903. Mr. 
CUNNEEN officially advised the Govern- 
or that the bill was uficonstitutional, be- 
ing in conflict with the section prohibit- 
ing the use of the credit or the money of 
the State in aid of private tndertakings. 

ov. ODELL signed the bill, making it a 
law. Under this act and the similar act 
of 1902 the Binghamton Beet Sugar Com- 
pany has received $21,705, and the Em- 
pire State Beet Sugaf Company $27,862. 
Almost $50,000 was paid out to these two 
private concerns, and Gov. OpELL signed 
a third bill this year appropriating $60,- 
000 more: 

The opinion of the Attorney General 
should be cotitrolling with the Executive 
on points of law afh@ constitutionality. 
Does Gov. OpELL keép @ private Attorney 
General when a Démecrat happens to 
hold the public office? 

Again, when the Furnaceviile Iron 
Company put in a claim for extra com- 
pensation; amounting to $18,618, for ex- 
cavatifig tock unéxpectedly fouhd in a 
section of canal where they had submit- 
ted bids based on Garth excavation 
éxclusively, the Cafial Board first re- 
jécted it, and on a rehearing allowed it, 
Attoffiey Gefieral CuNNEEN alone ruling 
in the négative. He produced a dozen 
witnesses, mgn employed by the contrac- 
tors on the work, Who swore that no 
rock. was fotind ih that eanal section. 
Thére ate good friends of the Odell ad- 
ministration in the Furnaceville Iron 
Company. They must be supported. 

The Legislature last Winter created a 
board of special éxariiifiers ahd apprais- 
ers for the cafial. There is no public 
need for such a board, but three of Gov. 
Opk.’8 friends needed the salary. They 
get it—$5,000 each: Present State offi- 
ciais and their dassistants could have 
done the work thése men will undértake, 
but that would havé beéh inconsistent 
with the Republican theory of govern- 
ment, and with the principles of Odcll- 
ism. 

The Démocratic platform Says the 
“personal integfity” of BrNgamMIN B. 
OpELL is under syspicion. That is per- 
haps an unwarranted statement: But his 
administration of the office of Governor 
has certainly proved him to be unfaith- 
ful to @ great publie trust.

THE U. S. AND CHAMBERLAINISM. 

Theré is a tone of triumph, touched 
with native sauciness, in the remafkable 
speech of Lord Rosegpry at Lincoln on 
the 2lst. It was in purpose a review of 
and an answer to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s 
elaborate effort at Welbeck, but it went 
pretty well over the entire ground of the 
controversy raised by the Chamberlain 
thovement. 

When Mfr. CHAMBERLAIN advanced his 
first plan, he declared, and this it was 
that entitled him to a hearing, that the 
colonies had made an offer of a trade ar- 
rangement With the mother country, and 
that the maintenance of the empire de- 
pendéd oh the acceptance of that offer. 
We pointed out at the time that Mr. 
CHRAMBERLAIN had omitted to state what 
thé offer was, and had neglected to give 
the evidénce that it had been made. This 
point was not pressed in the confused 
controversy that followed, the fate of the 
Uhionist Party through the dissensions 
aroused by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN apparently 
obscuting its importance. But during 
thé past Stimthet Lord Rosrstry urged 
this curious omission with much force, 
and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN undertook to meét 
the Situation by referring his opponents 
to the communieation of the Colonial 
Préiniets in thé conferetice of 1902. Lord 
Rosrsrrr takes him wp with great readi- 
hess He cites the resolution of the Pre- 
infers a8 follows:

Lord RosEBERY’s comment is as perti- 
nent as it is amusing: 

That, ¥OU Will Seé, is & feédtméndation 
t6 Ws to Go something, bit the éssehcé of an 
offer ig that the offerer is going to do 
something. A fetomfhelddtiofi is not aft 
offer. I will givé you a very simple illus- 
tration from a very familiar institution— 
thé institution 6f matriage. We all know 
what an offer of marriage is, but I am 
bolind to say that if a young gentleman 
had been paying attentions to a young 
lady, and was supposed to be coming to 
the point, and she was awaiting his offer 
with some expectation and blushing an- 
ticipation, she would be somewhat sur- 
prisea at his oftéf if it Was this—that he 
gaye her a récénithefidation to marry. 

This is a matter in which the Ameri- 
caf people afe deeply interested. What- 
ever thé éffect on the British colonies or 
on the home country of Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAINn’s scheme of protection, it would un- 
guiestibnably tehid for the time to inter- 
fere with American trade, especially our 
trade with the Dotiinion of Canada and 
With the United Kingdom. It would 
amount to a bounty on Canadian exports 
to England as compared with our own, 
While the reduction of duties on imports 
into Canada from England would tend 
to turn the Canadian purchasers to the 
English market. At present there is no 
evidence of any value that Canada will 
give a practical support to Chamberlain- 
ism. But the opposition party in the Do- 
minion is advocating that policy, and it is 
well worth while to consider our own sit- 
‘uation and the policy we should adopt to 
meet the possible change in that of Can- 
ada. 

There is one Way in which it ean com- 
pletely be met. Reasonable reciprocity 
with Canada would kill Chamberlainism 
in its cradle. The markets of the States 
are for nearly everything except grain 
far more valuable to Canada than the 
markets of England both to sell in and 
to buy in. If we have the sense to lower 
the barriers to our markets, we can make 
sure of Canadian trade, can set Canada 
against Chamberlainism, and render the 
success of that scheme in England hope- 
less. It is the consciousness of this situ- 
ation that gives so much vigor and per- 
sistency to the reciprocity sentiment in 
New England. It would be a curious 
and interesting fact in world politics if 
the outcomé of the most exciting politi- 
cal movement in England for twenty 
years should be determined by the votes 
at an Affiericah élection, but that is not 
in the least beyond the range of possibil- 
ity.

CITIZENS AND WARDS. 

Mr. HAGERMAN of St. Lotiis chose an 
unusual and rather invidious theme for 
his discourse as President of the Ameéri- 
ean Bar Association. It was a subject 
that might very well have been avoided 
in the heat of a Presidential canvass in 
whith it is more or less an issue. Apart 
from that consideration we cannot see 
that Mr. HacermMan had anything espe- 
cially illuminating to say about it. It is 
not historically true that the status of 
thé Filipinos is a novelty under otir sys- 
tem. Why should Mr. HAGERMAN say 
that “Territories can only be perma- 
nehtly held upon condition that the resi- 
dents and inhabitants shall be citizens of 
the United States”? Surely he knows 
that thé aboriginal inhabitants of this 
country. whose territory we have “ held” 
for periods varying from one century, in 
the case of the Louisiana Purchase, to 
nearly three centuries in the cases of the 
oldest settlements on the Atlantic Coast, 
have never been treated or considered as 
citizens, but always and only as wards. 
That is to say, théy have occupied, with 
that degree of “ permanence,” the rela- 
tion toward the Government of the whites 
that the Filipinos occupy now. We think 
those anti-imperialists who insist that 
we eah hold territories only fer the pur- 
pose of converting them into States more 
logical and more reasonable than he who, 
while disclaiming any demand for even 
ultimate Statehood, still demands imme- 
diate citizenship. 

To anybody who has really striven to 
understand the situation in the Philip- 
pines the véry mention of “ the Filipino 
question ’’ becomes very tiresome. There 
are, in fact, as many Filipino quéstions 
as there are tribes in the Philippines, and 
to undertake the settlement of all of 
them upon the same basis betrays ignor- 
ahce and confusion. To demand the sathe 
treatment for the Tagalogs of Luzon, for 
example, the Mohammedans of Minda- 
nao, with their dattos, and the Banatie 
head hunters is to be véry ridiculous. If 
Mr. HaGERMAN should read, for instance, 
Mr, Savace LANpoR’s book, “ The Gems 
of the Bast,” we are confident that he 
would stop talking in the way in which 
he is talking now. 

With regard to the tariff we quite 
agree with Mr. HAGERMAN that the in- 
habitants of the Philippines should be 
brought “‘ within the zone of free trate 
which has heretofore included all our 
States and Territories,” but we by no 
means agree with him that they “ must” 
be so brought. It is not because of any 
abstract or “constitutidnal” right to 
free trade that belongs to persons whose 
government is by the Constitution ‘rele- 
gated to the unhampered discretion of 
Congress that they should have it, but 


bécause it is expedient for them afid con- 


sequently for us. It is by granting free 
trade to the islanders that we can best 
promote their prosperity, and thus con- 
vert them into profitabie possessions. To 
make them pay, as soon as possible and 
as much as possible, is to our interest 
and to theirs.’ But the emphatic protest 
of all our agents in the Philippines, civil 
and military, against giving or promising 
either independence or self-government 
to the Filipinos will have its effect upon 
senbible Americans. It is only in the 
classic shades of Cambridge that a man’s 
opinions upon the problems of the Phil- 
i¢pihes cah be airily dismissed upon the 
very ground that he kiiows What hé is 


talking about. about. Elsewhere people 

tent themselves with aaron McKin- 
LeY’s safe and prudent promife of 4 
Government for the islands “if which 
the natives shall be admitted to the 
largest practicabie participation.”

ENGLAND AND TIBET. 

Thére is &lWays @ Comic sidé to the 
tradé Wats which & big nation finds itself 
compelled to wage against a littié nation. 
We dare say there was such a side to 
“ King Philip’s war,” although the abo- 
rigifies possibly had fio Chroniclér capa- 
ble of bringing it out, and certainly had 
none capable of obtaining the attention 
of mankind. 

But the comic aspect of the tfade wk 
waged by big Great Britain against little 
Tibet is already Very much in @vidence. 
We printed, only three days ago, the sol- 
emn terms of the tréaty betweeh the two 
Powers, or rather betweén the Power and 
the impotence. From this it appeared 
that Great Britaifi Was chiefly pained by 
the Tibétan disregaifd of the tréaty be- 
tween Great Britain and China, China 
being Tibet's sugerain, and had really 
gone to war, or at least sent a ‘“ mis- 
sion,” to rebuke and chastise Tibet’s in- 
subordination in failing to fulfill China’s 
engagements. But the very next day ap- 
pears an official Chinese disclaimer of 
the British proceedings, and a Chinese 
repudiation of the treaty whieh Great 
Britain had extorted ostensibly as the 
agent and best friend of China. The dis- 
claimer and repudiation will doubtless be 
attributed in London to Russian influ- 
ence, and perhaps justly so. And of 
course they will make no practical dif- 
ference. The path of Indian or Cingalese 
“brick tea’ is now tiade plain into the 
heart of the forbiddén country, and freed 
alike from the annoyance of forts arid the 
obstruction of Custom Houses: But all 
the same Great Britain has provided a 
square meal for the Continental ¢ynics. 


THE POPE AND “FREETHINKING.” 


There is a touch of naltveté in the 
Pope’s official complaint of the Congress 
of Freethinkers at Rome. Why; in ef- 
fect he pathetically inquires, should these 
people meet, of all placés, in the place 
“near” which, in the langttage of dipio- 
macy, is the Holy See and headquarters 
of the faith onee delivered to the saints? 

Really, his Holiness ought to see that 
is just why. Just as the modefnists, 
twenty years ago, selected a site for the 
statue of GionDANO BruNO where they 
thought that it would give thost pain to 
the faithful, similarly they now gelect 
the place in which publicly to freethink 
in Which they think that freethinking 
will attract most horror, afid consequent- 
ly most notice. .Thére is a great déal of 
freethinking going on Out in St. Louis 
without attracting the slightést atteri- 
tion, But nobody can publicly freéthiiik 
in Rome without incurring a certain 
amount of disapprobation which is in the 
nature of ah advertisement. The fond

ag the site of the freethinking congress 
was, without doubt, that they mig@lit 
be able to “get a rise out of the old 
man.” That fondest hope has been réal- 
ized. The Solemn Papa] denunciation is 
precisely the kind of advertisement 
which they rather fondly hoped than se- 
riously expected.

MILITIAMEN AND MOBS. 


The threatened and recommended dis- 
bandment of a company of Alabarha mil- 
itia for collusion with a lyfichifig mob 
follows hard upon the like disciplinary 
movement in réspect to a body of Geor- 
giah militia. Im éach case, and cohspit- 
uously in the Georgian case, the militia- 
men appeared like cowards. But ih néi- 
ther case Goes it appear that they were 
cowards. In éach case it rathér appears 
that the militia were so much if sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the mob that 
they could hot safely be intrusted with 
the preservation of order in any case in 
which local or néighborhood sympathies, 
in which the militiaméh hecéssarily 
shared, were strongly excited.. 

“This is a moral that funs at large.” 
It really imports that, not only with re- 
spect to lynching of negroes in the South, 
but with respect to “labor troubles” in 
the North, the police forcé that can alone 
be trusted is a force which does not par- 
take of local prejudices or local sympa- 
thies, a force which knows nothing but its 
orders, and of which the orders aim only 
at the supremacy of law and the sup- 
pression of disorder, no mattér on what 
plea the disorder is raised. Thefe is only 
one such force in this country, and that 
is the United States Army. 


MR. LODGE’S POSER. 


Senator LopGp has discovered what he 
seems to think is a terribie weakness in 
the position of the Democratic Party. 
He says it cAérihot be in favor of reci- 
procity because it believés in redtiction 
of the tariff. If you reduce the duties, 
you’ve got nothing to trade on. 

It does not seem 4 very diffictilt situa- 
tion to deal with. The average duties on 
taxed goods at present are nearly 50 per 
cent.; thefe will for a long while be 
chances in plenty to tiake bargains in 
reciprocity.

All States Have pure food laws for the 
protection of the consumer; thé National 
Government has a corps of chemists at 
work, whose duty it is to examiiné all im- 
ported food products for their purity and 
wholesomenéss; we have laws to prevent 
oléomargarifie—which is a cheap and whole- 
some article—from being sold as butter, 
and new & humber of manufacturers ask 
the Government te help them by some 
trickery to séll their inferior cigars as the 
pure Cuban-madé afticle. Has anything 
moré shameless ever been heard before? 

Theré are quite a ntimber of manufac- 
turefs hete anid elsewhere who use nothing 
else but good Havana tobacco for their 
cigafs; they séll their product under their 
own brands, and éach box bears theif fitm 
hamé, thereby plainly showing that it is 
a domésti¢-madé atticlé; but these cigars 
are of stich excellent quality that most of 
these manufacturers havé grown almost 
rich, and the demand for their goods is 
often g@réater than they can supply, thus 
proving that gd6a honestly made cigars 
can be mafitifactured and profitably sold 
ih this country; no attempt is ever made 
to sell thésé cigars a8 imported; on the 
eontrary, they are sold as the product of 
B in New York or of C in Key West; &c., 
and if the Government would extend its aid 
to the manufacturers of bogus Havana 
cigars put up in boxes with bogus labels 
the home manufactiifef of a good honest 
cigar which he sells under his own label 
and his own name would probably suffer 
more than the importer. 

The man who prefers the real imported 
articlé and is willing to pay for it cannot 
be deceived anyway, even if a new revenue 
stamp of smaller size is put on the box; 
furthermore, the law requires that each 
imported article has in some practical way 
to bear an inscription, showing its place of 
origin, and if the smallef stamp is adopted 
nothing can prevent the importer from 
putting on the lids of the boxes a conspicu- 
ous label or band bearing the legend: ‘‘ Made 
in Cuba.” Such a label or band would be 
just as effective as the present pink stamp, 
and the manufaeturet of bogus Havana 
cigars would be fio better off than he is 
now. 

Looking at the case from the standpoint 
of public morality it is difficult to compre- 
hend how the Govérnmént ¢ah openly enter 
into & conspiracy with a number of un- 
scrupulous manufacturers for the purpose 
of practicing a species of deception on the 
people which ought to be rather punished, 
especially in view of the fact that such a 
proceeding Would injuré a number of do- 
mestic manufacturéfs who Have built up 
a good name and reputation by furnishing 
us a good honest cigar under their own 
name and label.

ROMB, Sept. 12.—Very amusing statistics were 
made not long ago by one who disapproved of 
the fever to raise a monument in every town to 
every man who was mentioned in connection 
with the unity of Itely. Out of an immense 
list I take those which stand at the head.

The 
popular fervor was beyond all bounds, and whén 
he passed the citadel, full 6f Bourbon soldiers, 
they ‘‘ presented arms,’’ instead of shooting him 
as Was their duty. He was carried triumphant- 
ly to thé Palazzo @’Angri, where the showed him- 
self upon the balcony whtil nature gave out. Still 
the crowd Clamoréed, anf the following déviée 
was hit upon. A big board was put ott on Which 
Was written in immense létters: ‘‘ The Dictator 
Sleeps."’ Liké magic the 650,000 admirers pbe- 
came still as death, and for ah hour Watched that 
ho carriage®, cart, or even person, stirred, that 
the “ Dictator’ might sleep tranquilly, giving 
ah example of self-control almost unequaled.

THE EMBATTLED MISSIONARY. 


A Protest Agairist Criticism By Unin 
formed Writéfs. 
16 the Baitor of The NEG York Times: 

Though I Havé no closer cofinéction With 
missions in Turkéy than thé average Chris- 
tian ifi this coufitry, I have réad with con- 
siderable indignation the letter from “ T. 
G.” entitled ‘‘ Dubious Ethics of Spreading 
Christianity with Bayonets,’’ which seems 
to mé to exhibit a remarkable dégree of 
complacent ignorance and pious self-satis- 
faction, which blinds the writer to common 
justice: Before writing Such an @sS8ay as 
this would it not be wéll fof him at least to 
establish his facts? He confesses: ‘I am, 
of cotifsé, fot aware of the true state of af- 
fairs respecting the American missiqns in 
Turkey.’ His premise is a truism, indeed, 
vig., “‘Gentiine Christianity can never be 
spread by * * * ifténsifying facial 
hatred,” but his conélusion that the mis- 
sidnariés are spreading facial hatred is not 
so obvious. Evidertly he has hévef khown 
any of these missionaries: 

It has been my privilege to know two or 
three of thém, and the noble dignity of 
these then and women, their cilm wisdom 
wrought out through suffering, their long 
forbéarancé without complaint in the face 
of thé worst outtages of that irresponsible 
Turkish Governinent would, I think, make 
an impression on ‘‘ T. G.”’ and on all others 
who now speak of what they do not know. 
It is easy for us, out of the midst of 
our luxury to criticise, less easy to lead 
heroic lives in devotion to the cause of 
idealism and Christianity. A few weeks 
ago I met on a stéamer sailing from Naples 
a pupil of one of these véry schools in 
Brouse, Turkey. During the lofig voyage 
I became well acquainted with this young 
girl, whose fathér had been murdered by 
the brutal Turkish soldiery. Yet she never 
spoke with bitterness about the Govern- 
ment, and constantly spoke of her love 
for Turkey, and even for the Turkish 
language above her own Armenian. 

I supposé it would not be énough for “ T. 
G.”’ that an Améfican missionary, though of 
the noblest character, should merely as- 
sert, as I have heard more than ont as- 
sert in reply to Such false and ignorant 
charges as this, that in none of these 
schools is a word of sedition against the 
Government taught. On the contrary, 
evéry effort is made toward codficiliation, 
though thé Government constantly ham- 
pers them by forcing them to use anti- 
quated téxt books, fearing to find heresy 
in anything dealing with modern science or 
history. 

Let “T. G.” remember the President’s 
recent words: “There afe many nations 
which, in the slow procession of the agés 
havé not yet reachéd that point wheré the 
principles which Americans regard as ax- 
iomatie Obtain any recognition whatever.” 

It is Strange for an American to put 
more faith in the well-known perfidy of 
the Turkish Government than in American 
missionaries who répresent some of the 
most highly dévéloped individuals of our 
Nation, 

For my part I am proud that this Gov- 
ernment under Roosevelt has “ consistently 
stood for the broadést spirit of brother- 
hood in our common humanity, and has 
held a resolute attitudé of protest against 
every wrong that outraged the civilization 
of the age, at home or abroad.” 

As a constant reader of Tar Timms, which 
I hold to be a faif-tiinded paper, I ask 
that this protest against an unjust charge 
may be published.

“FINANCING FAILURES.” 


Latest Schéme of Professional Trusteés 
for Robbing Creditors. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

You may or may not pardon me for the 
suggestion that your article yesterday fre 
“ financing failures”’ is very mild and cov- 
ers a very small portion of the tiatiner in 
whieh this business is conducted, mainly 
through Obtaining false ratings in méfcan- 
tile agencies, so easy. But this system of 
fraud is nothing compared with the system 
of professional lawyers, who maké a btisi- 
néss of electing professional assigtiees or 
trustees in bankruptcy. The avefage ca- 
pacity of thé referee in bankruptcy and 
the small salary he receives is a matter 
which the credit mén séem to ovérlook. 

i heve recently discovered the latest 
scheme where proféssional trustees arrati¢e 
two different appraisals for the stock of 
mérchandise, whith are held back as long 
as possible and seldom filed in court in 
time, according to law. If the irterestea 
Schemers tan arrangé to buy the stock at 
75 per cent. of the low appraisal, as the 
law prevides, and by which the trustee is 
allowed to sell without permission of the 
court, then it goés through With gréat 
profit to the professional trustees and law- 
yers. I, have in mind a case which was 
“ worked’ exactly that way within 4 week. 
Another recent casé was where wé offered 
the creditors 60 cents on the dollar, but the 
proposition was balked by the lawyers, and 
the creditors received thereafter just 20 
cents, while the assets when we made the 
offer were sufficient to pay them 60 cents. 
Another case was where a stock Was just 
about to be sold to friends of the profession- 
al trustee for 75 per cent. of the appraised 
value, which was $3,750, when a creditor 
with a claim of $5 objected, the “deal” 
was stopped, and we afterward found $18,- 
000 worth of goods in the store, 

This is the manner in which the bank- 
rupt law is beirig executed in almost évery 
large city of the United States at the 
present time and in almost all séctions. 

“Financing failures’ does not represent 
more than 1 per cent. of the amount stolén 
from creditors by a certain class of lawyers 
and prefessional trustees and aSsighees. 

I make these suggestions from a knowl- 
edge gained in the examination and put- 
chase of upward of 400 such stocks, and 
submit them for only what they are worth.

Baltic Squadron Expectéd There Early 
in October. 


The National Tidende of Copenhagen publishes 
extracts from a private letter dated Port Arthur, 
Aug. 16, and written by a young Dane. It runs 
in part as follows: 

‘“*IT am not sorry to have remained, as I do 
not expect to have another chance in my life to 
see such terribly wonderful sights again. Gen. 
Stdessel has asked all the inhabitants fer their 
own sakes to take at least six hours’ rest per 
diem, though he never seems to sleep himself. 
He is always bright ahd cheery. It would take 
the Japanese six months to starve iis out. We 
have plenty of flour, tea, and ammunition, but 
are’ short of tinned food and cigaréttes. The 
Japs aré wonderfully plucky fighter$—they stand 
the heaviest fire quite coolly; young boys, too, 
of seventeen or eightéen years of age. The ex- 
plosions of mines, for which we use Whitehead 
topedoes, are truly awful to'see, dismembered 
bodies flying all around. Thousands of mines 
have been laid. HoW will thé Japanese fare 
wheh they get still nearer? To-day about 3,000 
engineers and workmen have started repairing 
the Retvisan, Sebastopol, and Pobieda, which 
are badly holed, but we have plenty of material 
to mend them with. The gartison humbers 34,000 
not counting sailors, The Baltic fleet is expected 
here early in October.’’

DEDICATES SITE OF CHAPEL 


In Brief Address the Archbishop Com- 
mends American Energy in Solving 
the Problems of Education. 


Columbia University opened her doors 
yesterday for her one hundred and fifty- 
first academic year. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who was the guest of honor at 
the exercises, dedicated the site of the new 
University Chapel and received the hon- 
orary Gegree of Doctor of Laws. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock the officers and 
Students assembled in the university 
brary. All Wete clad in academic cos- 
tumé, FYoth the library the academic pro- 
cession, headed by the Archbishop, Bishop 
Potter, and Chaplain George R. Van de 
Water, proceeded to the gymnasium, where 
the fortmal exércises were held. Chaplain 
Vah de Water made the opening prayer 
and then President Butler welcomed the 
Studéhts back to their studies. 

Déan. Robert Simpson Woodward of the 
Faculty of Pure Science délivered an ad- 
dress on “ Academic Ideals.” Then came 
the conferring of the degree of LL. D. on 
the Archbishop, who was iftroduced by 
Bishop Potter. Bishop Potter said that he 
had come across a theory that the human 
Tace had its beginnings in the Western 
continent rather than in the East, and that 
if this Were true, America could not be 
called yOung and “ modern.” Continuing, 
the Bishop said, addressing President But- 
ler:

“The years have come and gone since 
theh, and from those modest beginnings 
great things here have grown. But no mo- 
ment in the history of this seat of learning 
has been more memorable or interesting 
than this. For the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury is here, Sir, to see with his own eyes 
the work which his distinguished ancestors 
began and encouraged. He brings his great 
office, his illustrious career as a scholar, a 
divine and a statesman, for, Sir, men in 

‘either hemisphere honor hitn as all of these, 

@s presently he will give it to the rising 
Wallis of yondér chapel, with his bene- 
‘diction on all these halls. 

“TI present him, Sir, for that welcome 
Which I know you will be rejoiced to offer 
him for all of us; and, in the name of the 
Trustees of the university, I ask you to 
confer on him the honorary degree of 
Deetor of Laws.”’

French Evangelist Passes a Busy 
Day in Philadelphia. 


CHEERED AT GIRLS’ SCHOOL 


Delivers an Address in the Friends’ 
Meeting Housé—Entertained by 
John Wanamaker.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28=—Tne Rev. 
Chafles Wagner to-day addressed the 
teachéfs and students of the Friends’ 
School in the Friends’ Meeting Hotise, spoke 
to the students of the Girls’ High School, 
visited a hewspaper office, and finally in- 
spected the Bastern Penitentiary. 

He was accOmpanied by Joseph Elkinton, 
dr., Ls H. ell, Xavier Koneig, and Gus- 
tav Boutel , the last an O14 friend and 
compatriot, who is serving as a represen- 
tative of France on the Jury of Awards at 
the Wofld’s Fait. John W er went 
te thé Friefids’ Meéting Howse, but not to 
the othef plates, 

“Be a Man” was Mr. Wagner’s theme 
at thé meetiig house. Hé directed his fe- 
marks to the children, each of whom he 
declared to be not only the hope of his 
father and mother, but the hope of his 
fatherland and of his God. 

In the Girls’ High School Mr. Wagner 
illustrated his femarks With a hatchet and 
a key. The former, he said, represented 
Violence; the latter diplomacy and good- 
will. Of the8é two implements the speaker 
advised the use of the key, by Which the 
gates of usefulness may be opéned the 
more feadily, and life made more sweet and 
endurable. As the visitor left the school 
and eitered his automobile the girls speeded 
him with cheers. 

“I have néver seen a more ehthusiastic 
audience,” Mr. Wagnef said as he was 
driven away. “They seemed to hang on 
my words, and When I said something that 
told thé applatise seemed to be a sponta- 
heoys outburst. I feel that my lesson of 
‘the simple life’ touched the hearts of 
those girls.” 

Mr. Wagner's translation from joyous 
seenes into the dismal confines of the Bast- 
ern Penitentiary made a deep impression 
upon him. It was his first visit to a*penal 
institution, in which the solitary system 
obtained to any extent, 

“Of G¢ourse, it is all necessary,” he said 
as he passed without the gates, “and the 
Warden has done all he can for these un- 
fortunates.

“I saw one robust man who occupied 

naftow cell, and spoké to him in his na- 
ive language. He was a German; I could 
tell that at a glance. I asked him no 
questions, but I knew from his accent that 
he was born in the fatherland, and there 
was that in his eye which told of the de- 
light he felt at the sound of his native 
tongue. It is sad to think that you can do 
nothing—absolutely nothing.”’ 

To-night Mr. Wagner was entertained at 
the home of Johh Wanamaker. 

To-morrow he will go to New York as 
the guest of Dr. Lytiah Abbott. He will 
return to this city ohn Saturday, and on 
Sunday morning will address an audience 
at the: Baptist Terfiple.

Old “Gus” Newman Remembered 
Second Avenue Friends. 


BARBER AND CLERKS SHARE 


Real Estate Man Who Bought Securities 
Didn’t Forget Saloon Keeper—tig- 
noréd His Divorced Wife.

When old “Gus” Newman, a divil war 
veteran, who had a feal estate office at 130 
Second Avenue, died a few weeks ago in his 
little room at 224 East Eleventh Street none 
ef his friends believed he was worth a 
dollar. His will which was filed for pro- 
bate in the Surrogate’s office yesterday, 
shews that he left an éstate of at least 
$106,000, 

The petition aceompafiying the will names 
Mary Newman of 64 Whitehall Street as 
“ claiming te be Newmhah’s widow,” but the 
attorney for the executors said that the 
NéwWmans had been divorced about two 
years ago, afd that Mrs. Newman had mar- 
ted again. She was not mejitioned in the 
will, and neither was Néwman’s long-lost 
son, Gustave, who has not been heard from 
in several years. Newinan, howéver, re- 
membered 4 lot of his friends, ineludifig his 
barber and his favorite saloon keeper. 

Gustave Newman served his adopted 
country in the civil war, and was one of 
the men who spent a year in Libby Prison. 
He teceived honorable mention in the rec- 
ords of the War Department, and after the 
Wat went to reside on the lower east side, 
engaging if the real éstate busifiess. The 
fact that he had never cwned any real es- 
tate was locked upon as proof that he was 
peor, and those who kriéw him intimately 
bélieved that he barely made a living. But 
the old man was ccntinually purchasing 
gilt-edge securities, and when his box in 
the Germania Safe Deposit Vaults is 
opened stocks and bonds of considerable 
value will be found.

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CADIO. HEARN IS DEAD. 


Succumbs te Heart Disease in Tokio 
Born in 1850 in the lonian Isles. 


YOKOHAMA, Sept. 98.—Lafcadio Hearn, 
the well-known authdér, died at Tokio on 
Moriday from heart disease. His funeral 
will take place on Friday. 

General regret is expressed among the 
Japanesé at thé death of Mr. Hearn. 


To a greater extent, probably, than any 
other Occidental Lafcadio Hearn succeeded 
in bridging the gulf which separates East 
and West. If ever a Westerner understood 
the Japanese it was he, and yet the inti- 
mate sympathy he possessed for their liter- 
ature, their art, ahd theif ideals was not 
the result of early association. It was quite 
late ihn life that he moved to Japan and 
made his home there, and his determination 
to go there was the result of pure accident. 

Lafcadio Heatn was born in the Ionian 
Isles in 1850, His mother was a Greek and 
his father afi Irish officer in the English 
Afmy. When he Was sixteen years old he 
was serit to France to be educated, and 
three years latef, an orphan without means, 
he cate to America, 

In a short time he learned to write and 
speak English perfectly, and before long he 
obtained employmént on a néwspaper in 
Cincinnati. Then he went to New Orleans. 
It was his translations from Théophilé Gau- 
tier which first drew the attention of the 
literary world to him. Here, discerning 
erities said, Was a writer in English with 
all the délicacy and subtlety of the French 
master, a word painter from whom great 
things were to be expected. 

In 1887 Hearn, for Whom the tropics al- 


ways had a fascination, went to the. West 
Indies, and after remaining there two years 
he cime to New York. fterward a visit 
to Japan décided him that there was the 
country in which he wished to live. He ac- 
cepted a professorship at the Imperial Uni- 
versity at Tokio, became a Japanese sub- 
ject, and married 4 Japanése woman. He 
even took a Japanese hame, being known in 
his adopted country as Y, Koizumi. 

After taking up his residence in Japan 
Mr. Hearn contributed a largé number of 
articles on that coilntry and its people to 
American magazines, and these essays have 
been collected in various books. hen he 
died he had just completed an important 
volume, “‘ Japan; An ate he Interpreta- 
tion,’”’ which will shortly published in 
this country and in England. 


“FATTY” GROTE IS DEAD. 


East Side Politician Who Said “ Never 
Let a Hungry Man Go Hungry.” 


William F. Groté, known on the lower 
east Side as ‘“‘ Fatty ’’ Grote, died yesterday 
in Bellevue Hospital. Grote was 4 well- 
known figure in local politics, and at one 
time was the County Democracy leader of 
the east side. He wéighed almost four hun- 
dred pounds, and, like “ Jakey Biff,’ an- 
other east side character, made thousands 
of friends by his affability and humor. 

Of late years he went every day to a little 
restaurant in Ann Street, where he told 
and retold his experiences on the east side 
when Tammany Hall was fighting the 
County Democracy to the old-timers, who 
were glad to listen. Two years ago, as a 
follower of John @ Sheehan, he supported 
Low for Mayor, and his work in Mf. Low’s 
behalf brought about his appointment to 
an Inspectorship in the Highways Depart- 
ment. Recently he returned to the Demo- 
eratic fold, and, being a close friend of 


John C. Sheehan, attended the Deriocratic 
State Convention at Saratoga, as he put it, 
as a mascot to Sheehan. Upon returning toe 
his home at 275 Rivingtoh Stféeet on Thurs- 
day of last week he met with the accident 
which resulted in his death. Having cut 
his foot by stepping on a broken bottle, he 
tried to cafe for the wound himself. The 
foHowing day his foot was worse, and he 
then sent for the family physician. The 
dottor was out of town, and instead of 
sending for another Grote decided to wait. 
His physician returned to town on Monday 
and found his condition so sérious that it 
was deemed advisable to remove him to 
Bellevue Hospital. He sank rapidly until 
the end came yestefday. 

Grote had féw enemies, and evén when 
he was éngaged in the liquor traffic oh the 
east side some years ago he was noted for 
Lis many acts of charity. His motte was: 
** Never let a hungry man go hungry.” He 
leaves a wife and six children, The funeral 
will be held on Sunday. 


“MILT” -G. BARLOW DEAD. 


Old-Time Minstrel Succumbs to Cancer 
in the Throat. 


“Milt” G, Barlow, Known to theatre- 
goers throughout the land as ‘“‘ Ole Black 
Joe,” died om Tuesday of cancer in the 
throat at the Home fof Incurables, One 
Hundred and Eighty-third Street and Third 
Avenue, at the age of sixty-five. Barlow 
originated the character of “Ole Black 
Joe” thirty-five years ago, and in 1875, 
during the tour with Haverly’s Minstrels, 
he made the song bearing this name pop- 
ular. In 1882, upon the dissolution of Hav- 
erly’s troupe, of which Wilson, Primrose, 
and West were members, Primrose and 
West undertook theit first theatrical ven- 
ture with Barlow and Wilson. Later Bar- 


low and Wilson set out by themselves, but 
were unsuceessful, and ‘“‘Ole Black Joe”’ 
played the title réle in “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” for several years. Barlow after- 
ward impersonated the negro character in 
the ‘‘ Texas §Steer.’’ He was to have ap- 
peeree in “The County Chairman,” but 
is health failed and he was taken to the 
hospital last May suffering from cancer. 
One of his old-time partners relates that 
it was customary for Barlow to receive his 
pay in nickels and dimes. These he used 
to carry about with him in cigar boxes. 
Barlow was three times married, and ull 
his wives are still living. He is also sur- 
vived by two children—a daughter Lillian 
and a son, *“ Milt” G. Barlow. 


OLD-TIME ACTRESS DEAD. 


Estelle Mortimer Began Her Stage Ca- 
reer with Mme. Janauschek. 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 28.—Miss Bstelle 
Mortimer, an actress in the “ Bird Centre ”’ 
company playing here, died suddenly to-day 
ef a complication of Bright’s disease and 
diabetes.

OISEAU EASILY TQOK HOLLY 


Monacodor, at Odds of 40 to 1, Was the 
Surprise of the Day at the 
Gravesend Track. 


Sensations were spread liberally: through 
the racing programme at the Gravesend 
track yesterday, beginning with the truly 
remarkable feat of the fleet three-year-old 
filly Lady Amelia, winner of the opening 
event, a handicap open to all ages, under 
the unprecedented weight for her age and 
sex of 140 pounds. When Lady Amelia won 
two days before with 135 pounds it was 
considered that she had reached the limit. 

Nine horses ran, but for all the weight 
she had to carry Lady Amelia always was 
the favorite, though the sharp bettors tried 
hard to pick around her.

Retired German Who Grieved Over 
Wife’s Death Will Die. 

John Schnauffer, a widower sixty years 
old, drank carbolic acid at his home, 14 
Lewis Avenue, Williamsburg, yesterday 
afternoon after having made his will.

MAN SCHOOL BUILDINGS AGAIN. 


Employers Can Push Such Work Now— 
Tile Layers Bothersome. 


It was announced at the Building Trades 
Club yesterday that enough men had been 
secured in all trades to le work to be 
pushed without interruption on all the 
school buildings in course of erection. A 
number of buildings which have been held 
back for lack of plumbers’ were manned 
yesterday, and this will enable many me- 
chanics who are idle in other trades to go 
to work. A number of these buildings have 
been greatly delayed, however, and, no 
matter how quickly work progresses, they 
will be far behind the time set for their 
completion. 

It is admitted that the Tile Layers’ Union 
is the hardest nut the employers have to 
crack in the present building fight. There 
were before the trouble only a limited num- 
ber of tile layers in the United States, most 
of whom were in New York, and they were 
all in the union. The employers say they 
have seventy-six tile layers, but there were 
600 locked out, and tile laying is a trade 
which requifes several years to learn. No 
attempt has been mage to organize a new 
union of tile layers, d negotiations for a 


one with the union have broken 
throu 

After yesterday’s meeting of the Building 
Trades Alliance it was stated that the em- 
ployers had offered to pay the tile layers 
an advance of 50 cents a day, which they 
demanded some time ago, if they returned 
to work under the arbitration agreement; 
but that the union would agree to nothing 
unless the lock-out were declared off first. 
All negotiations were then broken off. 

In the other alliance trades which are still 
locked.out enough men have been secured 
for at least a partial resumption of work on 
all buildings. 


ACCUSES INCOMPETENT’S SONS 


Aged Man Who Cared for E. P. Day 
Beaten, Swanstrom Says. 


As committee of the person and estate of 
Edward P. Day, an aged and wealthy real 
estate owner of Brooklyn, whose property 
is in litigation, ex-Borough President J. Ed- 
ward Swanstrom appeared before Justice 
Maddox at Special Term of the Supreme 
Court yesterday in a proceeding to have 
Mr. Day produced in court, and accused 
George K. Day, one of the old man‘s sons, 
of having assaulted and abused an old 
friend of Mr. Day, in whose custody the old 
gentleman now is. Mr. Swanstrom ob- 
tained an adjournment. 

Mr. Swanstrom alleged that the petition 
on which the order to show cause was 
granted was not signed by the old man. 
The object, he said, was to show that Mr. 
Day had recovered possession of his facul- 
ties, and to procure an order revoking the 
appointment of the committee. The ap- 
plicants are the three sons of the o]d man, 
one of whom, Edward W. Day, obtained 
possession of $100,000 worth of property, 
which the committee is now seeking to re- 
cover. The estate is said to be worth $300,- 
000. Mr, Swanstrom added:

$150 for household expenses. He produced

JAIL FOR LAND FRAUD BAND. 


Col. Greene Thinks He Has Evidence to 
Send All to Penitentiary.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Albert R. 
Greene, the Special Inspector who had 
charge of the collection of evidence in the 
Oregon land fraud cases, is here for con- 
sultation with the Secretary of the In- 
terior. For two years past Col Greene has 
been engaged in working up these cases, 
and it is believed that sufficient evidence 
has been collected to convict thé guilty 
parties of extensive fraud against the Gov- 
ernment. A number of men are, already 
under indictment, and other indictments 
will follow, with the probability that men 
prominent in affairs in the Northwest will 
be brought into the case.

‘There was less news of general interest 
Yesterday, but the market seemed to 
thrive without it. The weather was fa- 
Vorable for all crops, but cotton was 
merely steady, while grains were strong. 
There was in this condition of the prod- 
uce markets nothing detrimental to 
stocks, for there was no new indication 
of any domestic shortage, the advance 
resting upon foreign deficiency of sup- 
plies and consequent increase of demand, 
which spells a larger price for no less 
Dushels here. Sterling was weak, but 
merely because it was not steamer day, 
and so there were no implications regard- 
ing the money market, which was en- 
tirely placid. 

The conditions called for a slumberous 
Session, but there was much doing in 
@everal descriptions. There was aggress- 
ive buying of Steel, especially the pre- 
ferred, which closed at the top with an 
@dVanice of 2 points to the year’s high- 
est. In the two Steels was concentrated 
Gilmest a quarter of the day’s business, 
and yet the leading organ of the trade 
reports no corresponding revival in the 
business of making and selling iron. 
Union and Southern Pacifics dropped out 
of the class of leaders. Reading, South- 
ern, and Ontafio crowded the recent 
leaders into the background, but on the 
€urb Northern Securities made a new 
high record, thus keeping alive the mys- 
tery. of “something good” regarding 
this group. Reading and Southern were 
Strong in sympathy with the tone of the 
Most active stocks, but Ontario was soft 
despite the announcement of its plan for 
@eelaring a dividend and enlarging the 
franchise of the common stock. 

That a stock should sell off upon an 
@xpected announcement is such correct 
speculative procedure that it is probably 
upfair to dfaw from the reaction an in- 
ference of general dislike of the propo- 
sails.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Traders Sell, but Prices Rise—Steel Up 
Two Points More—Position of. 
Southern Pacific Preferred. 


Much pfofit taking went on in the stock 
market yesterday, yet many of the active 
stocks made further gains, and a majority 
of the issues dealt in closed a little above 
Tuesday’s level. In 8ome quartets it was @ 
matter of surprise that the list acted 
as well as it did, in view of the heavy sell- 
ing of a number of stocks by those who 
were influenced by the further advances 
recorded early in the day to take their 
profits. In some cases the buying from 
whatever source it came was sufficiently 
influential to offset all such sélling and to 
advance prices despite it. This was notably 
true In Reading, which, according to report, 
was sold quite heavily by Philadelphia in- 
terests, who had taken the long side of the 
stock much lower down. The buying of 
this stock which attracted most attention 
yesterday was that by H. B. Hollins & Co., 
who have executed a number of important 
orders in this stock in the past. 


Short Interest Reduced. 

Little doubt exists that at least some part 
of the market’s recent strength has been 
due to covering by some shorts who had 
until lately refused to accept the situation 
and take their losses. That this move- 
ment has gone a considerable way toward 
reducing the short interest in the market, 
thus removing one of the sources of 
strength, is apparently indicated by the 
lessened demarid for stocks in the loan 
crowd, reports from which say that for 
several days past the demand for stocks 
has been steadily decreasing. At the same 
time the general disposition seems to be to 


look for still higher prices, and ftmportant 
interests are credited with a willingness to 
still further promote the market’s upward 


tendency. 


Interest in Southern Pacific Preferred. 


Among the Harriman stocks the trading 
that attracted most attention was that in 
Southern Pacific preferred, which was de- 
cidedly strong, despite the failure of the 
common stock to make any advance over 
the previous day’s close. Decidedly good 
buying has been recognized in the new 
preferred stock for some time, and in many 
quarters the stock is expected to advance 
further. It is said that the first dividend on 
the stock will be declared immediately after 
the payment of the final installment on the 


stock on Dec. 1. The first declaration on 
the stock is looked for with interest for 
the reason that the Street is still in doubt 
what dividend the Directors will decide to 
pay on it. The point is frequently 
made that were it accepted as assured that 
the full 7 per cent. would be paid the stock 
would sell much higher. 


Two-Point Advance in Steel. 

Trading in the Steel stocks far exceeded 
in activity that in any other quarter of the 
market, and the gain in the preferred was 
the largest recorded in any active issue. It 
closed at the very highest of the day with 
a net advance of 2 points, the common 
showing a nét gain of only a quarter. For 
this strength the prospect that the earn- 
ings for the past quarter will make a much 
better showing than nad been expected 
was largely responsible. Moreover, yester- 
day’s trade reports were more encouraging, 
and in many quarters the view was ex- 
préssed that the situation at the moment is 
vastly better than any one thought safe to 
predict three monhs ago. There appeared 
to be a gocd dea! of short covering in Steel, 
but the mest persistent of the buying was 
not thought to be for short account. 


U. S. REALTY DIRECTORS. 


Temporary Board Replaced by Perma- 
nént—To be Larger. 


At a meeting held yesterday the tempo- 
rary Board of Idirectors of the United 
States Realty and Impfovemenht Company 
was retired and a permanent board elected, 
consisting of James Stillman, P, A. Valen- 
tine of Chicago, H. S. Black, J. W. Gates, 
and R. E. Dowling. This board then eléct- 
ed officers of the company as follows: 
President—H. 8S. Black; Vice President—R. 
i. Dowling; Secretary and Courpel—R. G. 
Babbage; Treasurer—B. M. Fellowes. 

It was voted to increase the membership 
of the Board of Directors from five to 
eighteen at the next stockholders’ meeting, 
which has been called for Oct. 12. The 
necessary change in the company’s by-laws 
to make possible this increase will en- 
acted at the meeting. 


WILLIAMS OUT OF SEABOARD. 


His Work to be Done by Blair—Midden- 
dorf Out, Too. 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Seaboard Air Line yesterday John 
Skelton Williams and J. W. Middendorf re- 
signed as Directors and Charles A. Conant 
and N. 8S. Meldrum were elected to fill 
their places. Mr. Williams also resigned as 
member of the Executive Committee, his 
successor being C. Sidney Shepard. 

The office of Chairman of the board, held 
by Mr. Williams, was abolished, and the

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


In its weekly review of the situation in 
the iron trade The Iron Age says: 


The apparently conflicting reports which 
reach the public with reference to the con- 
dition of the iron trade are less at variance 
when the situation is more carefully studied. 

It is hardly necessary to repeat that the 
pig iron industry, with its open market, re- 
flects most closely the shifting currents of the 
demand. It is here that activity has been 
sustained fairly well lately, quite a number 
of large buyers having entered the markets. 
Qur correspondents at different points report 
quite an aggregate of orders, and note further 
inquiries. 

Pig iron production is presecatas at an in- 
creased rate, but the very large interests ex- 
press belief that the maximum will be reached 
early in November, and that then some bilow- 
ing out may become necessary. 

When we turn to the long and varied line of 
finished products we encounter two currents 
of belief which tinge the views of ironmakers. 
A large number of them see a good deal of 
encouragement in the greater freedom with 
which specifications on old orders aré coming 
in, and attach little importance to the fact 
that, on the whole, new business is slow. 
Others state that they did not expect any 
stimulation of the demand from the recent 
reductions in prices and do not look for the 
development of a buying movement until Feb- 
ruary or March. The course of events in the 
interval must determine whether that buying 
movement will start at the present level or 
whetber the widespread views in the trade 
that a somewhat lower range of prices must 
first be reached are sound.

HUNT IS ABRUPTLY STOPPED 


Denials Come from Everybody Con- 
cerned Before The Evening Post 
Confesses Itself the Culprit. 


While various persons in the West, in- 
cluding Federal officials, were endeavoring 
to run to earth the culprit who had perpe- 
trated a campaign roorback by forging the 
signature of President Roosevelt to. a let- 
ter on the méat strike, the explahation of 
this incident came ott in New York. This 
editorial note appéared in yesterday's Even- 
ing Post: 

“The Evening Post has long feared that 
it Wiis not read as attentively in the White 
House.as it should be, and to-day we have 
couclusiye evidence on the point. President 
Roosevelt. is calling upon the District At- 
torney of Chicago to ‘ discover and punish’ 
the authors of an ‘absurd and impudent 
forgery’ of a letter purporting to have 
been written by him to Michael Donnelly. 

“‘ Now, the letter appeared as an editorial 
in The Evening Post of Aug. 1 and was ex- 
plicitly stated to be a letter which the 
President ‘might have written with ad- 
vantage to himself and his country.’ In 
other words, it was confessedly an imagi- 
nary letter, written for the sake of bring- 
ing out certain truths in regard to the meat 
strike. The sentiments which we put into 
‘the ‘mouth of the President seemed and 
still_seem to us admirable, and we are nat- 
urally pained that he should repudiate 
them with such-heat. 

““We had no thought, of course, of being 
able to make even a presentable imitation 
of the President’s literary style, and as 
the article was at the time commented 
upon and reproduced somewhat extensively 
in the press, we never dreamed of its ever 
coming to figure as a ‘ campaign forgery.’ ” 

his explanation came too late, however, 
6 interfere with the searching inquiry 
ordered by William Loeb, the President’s 
Secretary, at the direction of Mr. Roose- 
velt. Federal officials in Chicago had been 
asked to inquire of Mr. Donnelly if he had 
ever received such a letter from any source. 
Federal authorities in Denyer were told to 
start a searching inquiry, calling upon the 
publishers of The Miners’ Magazine, which 
printed the letter, for a copy of the docu- 
ment and information how it had come into 
their possession. 

W. D..Haywood, Secretary of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, of which the 
Minets Magazine is the organ, according 
to a dispatch from Denver, laid the respon- 
sibility on The Wisconsin Toiler. He_did not

From Chicago came word that Michael 
Donnelly, President of the Meat Cutters’ 
Union, to whom the letter was supposed to 
have been addressed, had repudiated it. He 
thought it was “a stupid piece of political 
work," 

United States Attorney 8. H. Bethea, at 
Chicago, at the same time sent this word 
to William Loeb, Secretary to the Presi- 


dent: 

*“*I have seen Mr. Donnelly. He of course 
teceived no such letter as that referred to 
in the morning paptrs and éxpresses his 
desire to find the person who first printed 
it as a genuine letter and wishes to do any- 
thing in his power to counteract its ex- 
tended effect.’ P 

The Socialists also hastened to absolve 
themselves from blame. William Mailly, 


their National Secretary, issued a statement 
at Chicago, in which he said: 

“The Socialist Party has no share in the 
responsihility incurred by the circulation 
of the fictitious letter said to have been 
written to Michael Donnelly by President 
Roosevelt. The letter bears on its face the 
evidence of its own spuriousness, for, even 
if the President entertained the views at- 
tributed to him, it would haye been emi- 
nently taétless and foolish for him to have 
given them-out.in that form at this time.” 

Inquiry in Milwaukee brought from the 
editor of The Wisconsin Toiler a statement 
that he had copied the letter from The 8t. 
Paul Globe. The Globe denied that it had 
ever had the letter before it -was carried in 
the press dispatches the night before.

At least 38,000 persons, according to the 
estimate of officials at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, will attend the launching of the bat- 
tleship Connecticut this forenoon. When 
the Commandant’s office was closed yester- 
day afterhoon that number of tickets and 
Passes had been distributed,,and with the 
many persons whose position in the navy or 
other branches of the United States service 
will provide them an ‘open sesame’”’ ‘to 
the launching ‘the total number will prob- 
ably be swelled to 35,000. 

“A .big ship is-very much like a little 
girl, and there is no telling when she will 
be ready, but, providing there be no hitch, 
the Connecticut will glide down her ways 
into the East River at 11 o’clock to-morrow 
forenoon, or very shortly after that time,” 
s3id Naval Constructor Baxter, who will be 
in charge of the ldunching, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

The. preparations for the launching were 
finished last night, Practically the entire 
afternoon was spent in a final rehearsal. 
Four hundred and fifty workmen under the 
direction of Naval Constructor Baxter and 
his aide, Assistant Constructor Robinson, 
went through a series of manoeyvres cov- 
ering the mechanical part of the launching 
ceremony. Everybody that will take an 
active part in the function with the excep- 
tion of Miss Alice Welles, the Connecticut 
girl who will name the battleship, was in 
attendance. 

The grease-covered ways along which the 


Connecticut. will .glide into the water have’ 


been covered with canvas lest sand or dust 
get into the grease layer and make frit- 
tion which might set fire to the wooden 
cradle in which the big ship. rests the mo- 
ment her journey toward the river begins. 
The men who will unfasten the .wooden 
props that at present hold the vessel capt- 
ive will work in three relays. To each re- 
lay has been assigned the work. of .knock- 
ing loose one set of the wooden beams with 
which the ship is held. , 

Officials of the navy yard were reticent yes- 
terday regarding the alleged attempt to wreck 
the Connecticut at her launching by plac- 
ing an obstruction on the Ways. Comman- 
der Barry, aide to Rear Admiral Rodgers, 
who is in charge, declared that it was not 
an explosive or anything formidable enough 
to.cause serious damage to the battleship. 

‘““The obstruction,” ,he said, ‘“‘ was dis- 
covered a couple of weeks ago. It certain- 
ly was not placed there with an evil de- 
sign. A great deal of flotsam and jetsam 
comes into the. channel where the Con- 
necticut lies with an underwater current, 
and this fact may be- responsible for the 
finding of the obstryction. Then, again, 
some time ago a lot of the riff-raff along 
the bank of the channel fell into the water, 
and that agdin may explain it. There was 
at no time any danger to the Connecticut. 
Divers have been examining the ways 
every day since Saturday. They will go 
down to-night and again to-morrow morn- 
ing imtnediately before the launching.”’ 

The Connecticut was heavily guarded yes- 
terday, and ‘the guards about her ponderous 
hull were doubled after dark. One official 
who was in a: position to know said that 
the obstruction could not possibly have 
gotten on the ways by anything but by 
design. The obstruction consisted, it is un- 
derstood, of a large piece of scrap iron, 
and was securely fastened to the ways 
some ten feet from the shore line, where 
the ways'are only a few feet below the 
surface of the water. How anybody could 
have succeeded in getting so close to the 
seawall of the navy yard without being 
discovered, eyen under the cover of dark- 
ness; is a riddle to many. of the officials. 

‘“‘We have never had anything of this 
kind happen,’’ said. one of the officials, 
“and it is almost impossible to foretell 
with any degree of aceuracy what would 
have happened. It would prdbably not 
have made a hole in the bottom of the ship. 
What might have happened—and what in 
all probability was the intention of the 
person who placed the obstruction—is this: 
The wodden blocks under the bottom of 
the ship, on which she glides down the 
ways, would have Keen stopped by the ob- 
struction, and there would have been a 
sort of log jam undet the middle of her 
hull. The ship would have been held up 
on the ways, with her bow and stern 
without support, and her 6,600 tons of 
dead weight would’ almost, surely have 


broken her back.” / 
In anticipation of the great crowds which 


will see the launching; Police Commissioner, 
McAdoo yesterday assigned 300 men to look 


after things. 
“ The cows will go unmilked in Con- 
said the 


necticut to-morrow,” Commis- 
sioner, “and we are bound to look out for 


the throngs that will come to the laupch- 


ing.” 

Besides the force of 200 men which will 
be stationed in the immediate neighborhood 
of the yard, the Commissioner has assigned 
100 men specially to guard the Williams- 
burg Bridge. As thetfe is an excellent view 
of the ship from the bridge, it is expected 
that great crowds will gather on the struct- 
ure. The police will keep them moving.

RETICENT ABOUT PUNCH BOWL. 


Naval Officer Won’t Discuss Kearsarge 
Controversy—Protest to Navy 
Department. 


Officials at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
would not discuss yesterday the story that 
officers of the battleship Kearsarge were 
exceedingly displeased because Capt. 
Hemphill, formerly in command of the 
battleship, but now Captain of the navy 
yard, had accepted as intended for him a 
md@gnificent punch bowl which the Kaiser 
presented to the “Captain, officers, and 
crew’ of the Kearsarge at the time of the 
Kiel’ regatta a year ago last June. Capt. 
Heinphill was- commanding the Kearsarge 
thén. - 

The story has it that there is so much 
feeling. among the officers of the Kear- 
sarge that they intend to present a protest 
to the Navy Department respecting the 
loss of the imperial meménto, which they 
contend was not presented to any individ- 
ual officer, but to the ship. 

Capt. Hemphill at his office in the navy 
yard would say nothing. The Kearsarge 
was moored at the navy yard. Reporters 
were permitted to cross the gangway onl 
after having pledged themselves not to 
broach the story of the Kaiser’s punch

BASED ON “MORAL VIOLENCE.” 


George Crocker Sues Prof. Doyen of 
Dreyfus Trial Fame. 


** Moral violénce "is the odd ground upon 
' which. George Crocker seeks through the 
French courts to compel Prof. Doyen of 
Paris to disgorge at least-a portion of a 
$20,000 fee, which he declares he paid him 
for attending Mrs. Crocker, who died at 
Newport in July last from -eancer shortly 
after her return from France. 

Dr. ‘Doyen, who came in for much un- 
pleasant notoriety in. connection with the 
Dreyfus trial, announced the discovery of 
& secret for cancer two years ago, and a 
little later declared .that~- he had made 
twenty-one cures. Mrs. Crocker was ex- 
amined by Dr. Doywentwhile at Cannes with 
her busband last Spring. .Mr. Crocker al- 
leges that the doctor said that he might 
readily effect a gure, although her case 
had beén pronounced hopeless by noted 
American physicians. 
Mr. Crocker, through Coudert Brothers 
as counsel, in a bill of complaint addressed 
to the President of the Civil Tribunal of 
the Seine; alleges that he then engaged 
! pr. Doyen: . The: doctor, he says, refused 
to name his. fee beforehand. On May 11, 

however,: after he had. been treating Mrs. 
| Crocker two weeks, he had a conversation 

with Mr. Crocker over the telephone, and, 
the husband says, fixed the tee at $20,000. 
He said, too,”according to Mr. Crocker, 
that it must be paid at once or he would 
abandon the case: Mr. Crocker admits that 
he paid the money, -although he regarded 
the demand as preposterous. 

Mrs. Crocker grew worse as the treat- 
ment was continued, until on May 25 Mr. 
Crocker consulted another physician, who 
advised him. to dismiss. Dr. Doyen. Mr. 


Crocker further says that Dr. Lee, who 
was Dr. Doyen’s assistant, confessed to 
him when Mrs. Crocker’s condition be- 
came critical that he, Dr. Lee,. had known 
for some time that a cure was impossible. 
Mr, Crocker asks the court to determine 
a fair fee for Dr. Doyen’s services, and 
compel him to give up the difference. He 
also asks the court to award the entire 
amount récevered to the Pasteur Institute 
of France. 


McADOO SLAPS AT CROKER. 


Ignores Chief’s Criticism of Police in 
Letter to Superior. 


Polic2 Commissioner McAdoo replied with 
some warmth yesterday to Fire Chief 
Crokeér’s assertion that the police were neg- 
lecting their duty. He said that Chief 
Croker might better have made his criticism 
directly instead of having it printed in the 
newspapers first. 

He later wrote a letter to Fire Commis- 
sioner Hayes, thus going’ over Croker’s 
head. The letter said that Chief Croker had 
criticised the police for genéral laxity in 
patrolling and failing to send in fire alarms. 
It continued:

““You will,. of course, not expect me to. 


discuss with any other department a gen- 
eral criticism of the efficiency of the police, 
especially by-an officer subordinate to you. 

“The other criticism, however, is one 
with which we are all concerned; not only 
as public officials, but as good citizens, and 
if you will state to me in writing that there 
is any inefficiency on the part of the police 
or failure to do their duty in the matter 


of sending in alarms of fires, I will:be glad 
to take the question up with you at once 
and issue such orders and take such other 
measures as I deem necessary to beget more 
vigilance on -the rt of the force tn the 
performance of this important work.” 


WOULD STOP ALIENATION SUIT. 


G. A. Collis Says He Didn’t Authorize 
Lawyer to Bring It. 


At the instance of George A. Collis, Jus- 
tice Madtox, sitting in Special Term of 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 
handed down an order directing Overbaugh 
& Parratt, who are acting as the attorneys 
for Collis, to show cause why they should 
not discontinue an action brought by them, 
and in. which Collis appeans as plaintiff. 
The action is against Mayo L. French 
for $25,000 damages for the alleged aliena- 
tion, of the affections of Lillian E. Collis, 
the wife of the applicant. 

In, the affidavit aécompanying the order 
Collis alleges that he never authorized his 
attorneys to institute the’suit, and that he 
was made a plaintiff without authority. 
He further says that the suit may seri- 
ously affect his rights in another action, in 


which he is being sued by his wife for a 
divorce. 

In an affidavit sworn to by Marvin E. 
Parratt he alleges that he was retained 
by Collis to defen& him in the divorce pro- 
ceedings; that the man made a statement 
to him which warranted the bringing of 
the action against French, and told him 
— the telephonegto proceed with the 
suit. 


ANOTHER TUNNEL VICTORY. 


Certiorari Refused to the Lackawanna, 
Which Will Appeal. 


The Hoboken and Manhattan Railroad 
Company won its second victory over the 
Lackawanna Railroad Company yesterday 
when Justice Jonathan Dixon dismissed 
the Lackawanna Company’s application for 
a writ of certiorari to prevent the Hobo- 
ken and Manhattan Company from con- 
structing a tunnel under its lands from 
the Hudson River tunnel terminus at the 
foot of Fifteenth Street, Jersey City, to Ho- 
boken. The Lackawanna Company con- 
tended that the proposed tunnel spur 
would prevent it from constructing a ship 
canal at Jersey City, and also prevent it 
from building a tunnel under the Hudson 


River to New York should it ultimately de- 
sire to do so. 

Justice Dixon decided .that there was 
nothing in the company’s charter allowing 
such improvements, anyway. 

The case wil be carried to the Court of 
Hrrers and Appeals.
